POLITICAL RELATIONS OF FOREIGNERS WITH THE CHINESE. 
The following despatch has been published from the American 
Embassy :— 
The U.S.A. Minister at Peking to the U.S.A. Consul-General. 


Legation of the United States, Peking, June 15, 1864. 
,—From many leiters received by me from the ports, it appears that 
nderstanding prevails as to the extent of the rights and duties of 
‘American citizens under the treaty, and the regulations made ia pursuance 
thereof. I have felt, therefore, that it might facilitate the administration 
of our affairs, if I express my opinions in relation to those questions about 
which there has been controversy. I accordingly address you, and through 
you the other consuls and my countrymen, giving my construction of the 
treaty and regulations upon several disputed points, as well as a few direc- 
tiona in relation to ships, passports, &c.; and some general suggestions in 
reference to the co-operative policy agreed upon by the representa'ives of 
the Treaty Powers at Peking. ; 

Thold that the Chinese Government has the right, as an incident of its 
unyielded sovereignty, to enforce its own revenue laws, and to make 
such regulations as may be necessary to that end. [Sce Rules 6 and 10 
of the Supplementary Treaty, and my despatches tothe Department of 
State, approved by Government, Nos. 30 and 32. 

‘That the foreign Minister, when notified of regulations, if he find them 
to be in accordance with the treaty, is, after having in his di 
racter done what he could to perfect them, under obligation to notify them 
to his countrymen, upon whom they then become binding. [See letter 
of E. Hammond for Britsh Government in reply to the Shanghai Chamber 
of Commerce, and despatches of British and American Ministers in rela- 
tion to the Yangtsze regulations, approved by their Governments. ] 

‘That no authority inferior to that which made and approved the regula- 
tions can absolve persons from their observance. 

‘That the Chinese Government having by treaty yielded jurisdiction over 
the persons of our citizens so that it cannot punish them even by fine, it 
is obligatory upon us to punish them for infractions of the Treaty and 
regulations. (See despatch of Mr. Marshall to Mr. Marcy, November 
2dth, 1853, and same to Mr. Cunningham, Vice-Consul at Shanghai, 
November Ist, 1853; Mr. Cushing 2 Mr. Maroy, September 19th, 1835, 
Fitzroy Kelly and James Stephen, Temple, May 22nd, 1862. ] 

The manner of doing this is pointed out in Sec. 7 of the Act of Con- 
gress approved June 22nd, 1860. It is to be done through the Consuls, 
the Minister only having original jurisdiction in cases of felony, murder, 
and rebellion, and where a Consul is interested. [See Secs. 13, 24, and 
27 of the Act.] 

‘The Chinese Government cannot withdraw a Consul’s exequatur, for 
it has yielded this right under the law of nations, in the grant of entire 
jurisdiction over our citizens. Besides, the Consuls in China have a 
peculiar status ; they are judicial officers, and exercise many powers under 
the {reaty unknown (o similar functionaries in the West. (See my 
despatch (72) and discussion with the Chinese Government, also letters 
of Mr. Cushing to Sec, Marcy, Nov. 7th, 1854, and Oct.8tb, 1835.) 

‘That, though the Chinese Government may not sue in the Consular 
Court as a party to the record, slill it may go there to make complaint 
and to give information, which the Consul is bound to entertain, This is 

litical action. [See Cushing, idem, G. Wingrove, Cooke and James 

lennen, Temple, Jan. 13th, 1862, Ms.] 

Tf the Consul shall fail to do his duty in respect to punishment, then 
the question becomes one for reference to the “superior officers of the 
Government, who shall see that full inquiry and strict justice shall be had 
in the premises.” [Art. 10 of the ‘Treaty: ] 

‘The Chinese Government cannot be compelled to plead in the Con- 
sular Court at the suit of any one, Hence controversies between the con- 
sulates and the customs, if they cannot be arranged, become diplomatic 

uestions to be referred to Peking. [See Cushing, idem. Sir Frederick 

ruce in re Bowman v. Fitzroy, Blue-book No. 3, approved by British 
Government, also my despatch to Mr. Mangum, Consul at Ningpo, Dec. 
9, 1862, in case of barque Agnes, approved by U.S. Government.] 

A citizen of the United States in the Chinese customs’ service, cannot, 
in that character, be held to answer in the Consular Court of his country 
for acts done in the line of his official duty under the orders of the 
Chinese Government. In such case the remedy is against that Govern- 
ment. [Opinivn of Sir William Atherton et al. Ms., Temple, March 6, 
1862. 

The Chinese Government may confiseate goods landed in breach of 
port regulations, but only those in respect to which the infringement of 
the regulation was committed — that is to say, those landed and not those 
still on board. [Sir F. Bruce in case of the Blackburn, Blue-book 
No. 3,— Also my despatches in case of the Agnes, and that of Prince 
Kung, admitting this doctrine. ] 

In cases of fine, where the words “ not exceeding " are attached to the 
penalty, the consul may fix a smaller sum; but where the sum is fixed 
there is no option, and the consul upon proof must inflict the fine, and all 
efforts to mitigate such fine must proceed upon equitable grounds, and 
not _as matter of legal right. [Sir F, Bruce in cae of the Blackburn. ] 

Only three ports are now by treaty open to trade on the River Yangtsze, 
viz., Chinkiang, Kiukiang, and Hankow; and trade at any other ports 
subjects ship and cargo to confiscation, There can be no trade, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by tacit consent of local authorities—by towing and 
permitting the Chinese to cut the line where they please, or itt any manner 
whatsoever. [Sce Art. 14 of U. S. Treaty, and Art. 90, and Arts. 10, 
11, of British Treaty in connection therewith ; also Provisional Arrange- 
meuts for the navigation of the R. Yangtsze, Dee. Sth, 1861 ; and those 
adopted Nov. 10t!:, 1862, and approved by British and American Govern- 
ments. 

If tie Chinese authorities confiscate without sufficient proof of breach 
of regulations, then the aggrieved parly ma h the consul, appeal 
against such action to the minister at’ Peking, whose duty it will be to 
reclaim against the Chinese Government ; but in no case is the citizen, 
or the consul for him, to take the law into his own hands, This would 





































































relieve the Chinese Government from that responsibility which should 
attach to it, and render all friendly relations irapoesible.- [Sie F. Bruce- 
in case of the Pearl; alto his correspondence with Consul Gingell, at 
Hankow, approved by the British Government; and instructions to

tion of the confiscation power, I have, in 
conjunction with my colleagues, urged the establishment of a joint tribunal, 
or mixed commission, to sit in cases of confiscation. The Chinese 
authorities have yielded this in principle, tearing the details to be ar- 
ranged by the consuls and local authorities—first at Shanghai pro’ sionally, 
and afterwards at the other treaty ports if found to work well. This will 
satisfy both sides, and facilitate settlements at the ports; or, if the cases. 
!'come to Peking, by classification and arrangement of the evidence, 
make decisions practicable, [See despatch of Prine Kung to me, June 

1» 1864 

The beat care should be taken before extending the protection of 
the American flag to purchased vessels. The proof of citizenship and 
the bona fide character of the purchase should be required. The flag 
should not be lent or sold to dishonour, or ‘* be abused by the subjects of 
other nations as a cover for the violation of the laws of the empire.” 
[See Consular Manual, page 273, and regulations of the Treasury De- 
partment there referred to. Also U. S. Treaty, Art. 14.) 

A wise discretion should be exercised by the consuls in granting pass~ 
ports to travel into the interior. The right to grant these is derived from 
Art. 9 of the British Treaty through the favoured-nation clause (Art. 30). 
And though I do not hold that we are bound to take the construction of 
a treaty from the power through which we derive a privilege, still a desire 
for uniformity would suggest that such construction should receive our 
respectful consideration. (See my despatch No. 26, approved by the 
Government. ] 

I, therefore, call your attention to Sir Frederick Bruce's Circular of 
Nov. 2ist, 1860, to the British consuls, approved by his Government, and 
commend its several suggestions to you for your guidance. “* When an 
applicetion is made by a person claiming to be a native citizen of the 

nited States, for a passport, before it be granted he should make a 
written declaration to that effect, stating also his age and place of birth, 
which paper should be filed. The consul may, however, require such 
other evidence as he may deem necessary to establish the facts of the ap- 
plicant’s citizenship. If the applicant claims to be a naturalised citizen, 
he should be required to produce either the original or a certified copy: 
of his certificate of naturalisation, or such other evidence as shall be fully 
satisfactory to the consul.” [Extract from instructions to the Diplomatic 
Agents of the United States, page 17; and my letter to Acting Consul 
Pomeroy at Tientsin.] 

T have already written you in relation to the so-called concessions, 
There are no such things as concessions in the sense generally understood 
by that term. It is the right of our citizens to buy, sell, and live in any 
part of the treaty ports; and any claim bya Treaty Power of a con- 
cession of territory from the Chinese Government, by virtue of which it 
can exercise jurisdiction over the persons or property of our citizens, 
would, if admitted, be an abridgement of our rights. [See despatch of 
Mr. Marshall to Mr. Marcy, July 26th, 1853, with hisiory of efforts of 
Consuls Griswold and Cunningham against concession claims, and disa- 
vowal by the British Government of concession views through Consuk 
Alcock. Letter of Sir Frederick Bruce to Consul Medhurst approved 
by British Government ; and my despatch (42) approved by U.S. Govern- 
ment in Mr. Seward’s despatch (40), and that in relation to municipal 
affairs at Shanghai (37), approved by Government.] 

We have no right, for municipal or other purposes, to take jurisdiction 
of Chinese, or of the subjects of non-treaty powers, even though requested 
to do so by the Chinese authorities. We should seek to strengthen the 
Chinese administration in the direction of order, to see to it that they 
should not shirk their treaty obligations. [See my letter to Consul- 
general Seward, and Sir F, Bruce to Consul Sir Harry Parkes at 
Shanghai.] 

With reference to the entrance of American citizens into the Chinese 
service, I can only say that there can be no objection to their entrance 
into the civil service ; but there are strong objections to their active parti- 
cipation in the strife in which this people is unbappily engaged. The 
penalty for entering the rebel service is well known; and the deeree of 
my predecessor, Mr. McLane, of December 5th, 1854, is till unrepealed, 
against taking military or naval sersice under the Government against 
the insurgents. In the peril of our interests at Shanghai from the rebels, 
this decree was not enforced ; but subsequent events, leading to the death 
of General Ward and the Burgevine imbroglio, convinced me that the 
taking of such service not only endangered our relations with China, but 
might lead to complications with other treaty powers. 1, accordingly, in 
my despatch No. 44 expressed myself in this sense, and my views were 
« specially commended ” by the Government. I, therefore, reiterate them, 
to the end that such service may be discouraged. The British Govern- 
ment has already withdrawn its permission to its officers to take milita 
service; and every cffurt has been, and is being, made, by the Britis 
Minister at Peking, to induce the Chinese to strengthen themselves so as 
to relieve the British Government, not only from the expense of keeping. 
troops in Chia, but from the common danger of Chinese force headed. 
by adventurers. 

Major Gordon, who has done so well, earnestly wishes to be relieved: 
but is retained by a common sense of danger until he can weed the force: 
of its dangerous elements, and hand it over safely to the entire control of 
the comparatively well drilled and patriotic Chinese officers. Mr. Ber 
themy, the enlightened representative of France, is equally desirous with 
the British Minister of removing all cause of expense and anxiety to his 
country, and looks forward with hope to the day when the Chinese shall 
triumph over their difliculties, and be able to roaintain order without ex- 
ternal aid. J am happy also to inform you that Mr. Vlangali, the able 
Minister of Russia, is deeply impressed with the importance of repressing 
that adventurous element which, if fostered, can only lead to disaster in 
China, 

‘At an early period of my mission I wos instructed by the Government 
to co-operate with the other Treaty’ Powers in China, In my despatch 
No. 42, you will find a history of my efforts in that direction, and of the

icy agreed upon ; that policy hes been fully approved by our Govern- 
Tent, and Tbelteve by that of every other Treaty Power. It is briefly 
this :—To consult and co-operate in China upon all material questions; 
to defend the treaty ports so far as shall be necessary to maintain our treaty 
rights ; to support ike foreign customs’ service in s pure administration and 
‘upon a cosmopolitan basis ; to encourage the Chinese Government in its 
efforts to maintain order; to neither ask nor take concessions of territory 
in the treaty ports, nor in any manner to interfere with the jurisdiction of 
the Chinese Government over its own people, nor ever menace the terri- 
torial integrity of the Chinese Empire. 

I call your attention to this policy in order that you may know the com- 
mitments of our own Government and ourselves with the other Treat) 
Powers. You will perceive that we are making an effort to substitute fair 
diplomatic action in China for force ; that we seek to do justice that we 
may have justice, and thus co-operation becomes the rule in carrying out 

* these relations, It should be sincere; and to be effective requires, in the 
first place, a predisposition to get on well with one’s colleagues; and, in 
the second, that just moderation which cannot fail to win the respect and 
confidencé of one’s associates. 

While such are our obligations with respect to the foreign representatives 
in China, they are equally strong towards the Chinese officials, whether 
native or foreign, for it is through these that we maintain aur relations with 
China, and any want of courtesy or consideration for them at once re-acts 
upon ourselves, and destroys our power for usefulness. (See my despatch 
approving the conduct of Consul Clark at Fuhchau. ) 

Joping for your continued support, together with that of the other Con- 
suls and my countrymen generally, of the views I have expressed, and the 
generous policy I have stated,

TIENTSIN, 

Our advices from ,Tientsin extend to the Ist July, but are 
not of importance, ‘The weather had been oppressive, the 
thermometer standing at 85 deg., but little sickness had been 
noticed amongst either natives or forcigners. Occasional 
thunder-storms had cleared the air, and kept up the supply of 
ozone. Cholera had not appeared amongst foreigners, and the 
number of doaths amongst the natives was but slightly above 
the average of the year. Business, as might have been ex- 
pected, was dull, and transactions strictly limited. Quotations, 
for almost all descriptions of goods, were nominal. Cotton 
alone was in demand at Tls. 15.5.0 to Tls. 16 per picul. The 
Prussian prize, late Danish schooner, Falk, sailed under the 
Prussian war flag, with a cargo of peas and cotton for Hong 
Kong. 











NEW-CHWANG. 

Advices from this port aro up to the 4th July, by the 
gunboat Osprey, arrived at Shanghai, ‘This vessel took Mr. 
Consul T. ‘I. Meadows from Tientsin to his post at; New- 
chwang. 

SHANGHAI, 

The dates are down to the 22nd of July. The English 
mails of the 26th of May arrived out on the 11th of July. 
We find no further allusion to the typhoon detailed in our last 
issue on the 6th inst. 

The following are extracts from the Friend of China of 
July 19:— 

“With exception of a case of cholera or typhoid fever now 
and then, we hear of but little sickness; and think it may be 
settled that the present season is much healthier than it was 
at the same period last year in Shanghai, Always prone to 
ascribe the cause of a plague to some local circumstance, we 
overlook the fact that such terrors as cholera, and fevers of 
peculiar stamp, such to wit as bore in 1843 the name of the 
Hong Kong fever, are borne in upon the community they 
afflict, not by reason of any specific inducement, but simply 
because they are part of a train which has had its origin 
at a distance so remote that it is difficult to trace, Do we not, 
for instance, hear of cholera being at a certain place northwards, 
in one year, the next year further south, and its course spoken 
of as procceding in a direction indicated ; just in the same way 
that we reason on tke probable path of a cyclone wien we first 
know that in thislocality or in that it exhibited certain features ? 
‘And speaking of cyclones, there is no doubt but that which re- 
cently passed over us effected a wondrous deal of good in purg- 
ing the atmosphere of malific vapours, and we may hope that 
the worst to be experienced all the rest of the summer is the 
unpleasantness of heat. 

“Itwas with extreme regret we heardon Sunday of the decease 
of the Right Rev. Bishop Boone. This time last year the re- 
spected divine seemed a hale man for his age, and having 
speut nearly three decades in this trying country, there scemed 
every probability of his reaching at least the three score years 
and ten which the psalmist has proclaimed to be the average 
limit of man’s stay on earth, The continued illness of Mrs, 


—————— 
Boone, however, compelled him to leave the field of his labours: 
for a time, and the death of the lamented lady, when 
about midway between [this and her native land, had, no- 
doubt, a most depressing effect on the nervous system of 
our respected pastor. It would seem, indeed, that he 
could not rest or be happy until he rejoined the flock 
over whom he had so long presided in love and esteem ; 
his act of returning to China at the most dangerous and 
trying season of the year, being, as the result has proved, 
highly indiscreet, Hardships endured on board the disabled 
steam-ship Candia, too, will all have had their effect on the 
frame of the deceased gentleman, and from the day ho landed 
here to the day of his death, his distressing debility gave, we 
believe, too sure an earnest of what would follow. 

“On the occasion of his funeral at the cemetery in the 
British settlement yesterday evening, the large attendance, 
first at the service which was performed in the Hongque 
Church, by the deceased’s domestic chaplain, the Rev. Elliot 
Thomson, assisted by the Rev. F. R. Mitchell, and afterwards 
in the graveyard, gave amplest proof of the high regard—the 
deep aftection—entertained for one who, in his day of health 
and strength, worked well. Happy will it be for us all if our 
end be like his!” 

The following extract from the North China Herald shows. 
the position of Colonel Gordon and the Chinese forces. We 
have no further news of the operations at and about Ningpo 
under the French :—We are happy to be able to state that it 
is the intention of tho British authorities to place the Fawha 
battalion of drilled Chinese, and the gun lascars now attached 
to the Royal Artillery, in a camp near Sungkong for the 
purpose of instruction, The neighbourhood of Sungkong 
has been chosen, as there is no place in the vicinity of the 
settlements suitable for artillery or musketry practice. We 
are further informed that it is General Brown’s intention to 
place Colonel Gordon in temporary command of these troops, 
until the decision of the home Government shall become known. 
Colonel Gordon will be assisted by several officers of the 67th 
regt., and by the drillinstructors at present attached to the 
Fawha battalion. So soon as the service will admit of it, an 
artillery officer will also be appointed. The system to be pur- 
sued differs essentially from that which has hitherto obtained. 
The men will not be under the command of foreigners, should 
it be necessary for them to take the field. The intention is 
that this new body of drilled troops shall be placed under na- 
tive officers, whose military education will be carefully attended 
to. For the present, these men will be serviceable simply as 
guardians of the frontier line, but arrangements are being made 
by which, should the Chineso authorities wish it, the more 
highly drilled will be withdrawn, and drafted off to some 
purely Imperial army, while their places will be filled by recruits. 
We may reasonably expect that by this means an important. 
change will in time be effected in the entire Imperial army. 
For, whereas the Chinese have hitherto looked with distrust on 
the drilled battalions, they will now see that the system of 
officering the men with native mandarins leaves no room for 
suspicion or jealousy. The Futai, who is fully convinced of 
the necessity for reform in the Imperial army, is most favour- 
ably disposed towards this scheme. Every assistance which it is 
in the power of the local government to afford will therefore 
be placed at Gordon’s disposal. Gordon will remain completely 
under the orders of the English military Commander-in-Chief, 
and, in the absence of the latter, under those of the Commandant 
of H.M.’s troops at Shanghai. That tho Futai is impressed 
with the great advantages thus thrown in his way may be 
judged from his having ordered Li Aidong, who is now at 
Quinsan in command of 600 men, to repair to the same camp 
with his troops and place them under instruction, While Li 
Aidong’s men are thus engaged they will be under the supervision 
of Major Thomson, lato of the Quinsan force, and now Li’s 
A.D.C, Such is at present the design of tho British authori- 
ties, which, if carried out, is likely to prove far more service- 
able to China than has the organisation of an icdependent force 
under foreigners of every class and every shade of character.” 

HONG KONG. 

In our advertising columns will be found a prospectus of a 
local bank for China, in which it appears that Messrs. Dent 
and Co. take the leading part. ‘The project is a very proper 
one. We have always argued that China could support a bank 
for itself. We trust that the board of directors will not be 





influonced by the following comments of the Daily Press, ox- 
pressed, as usual, with more force than elegance :— 
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It is very singular that the lack of public spirit, which is the 
pane of this colony, should have so pervaded the minds of the 
merchants resident here as to have made them appear like 
dolts or superannuated fogies, in a financial point of view, with 
respect to the development of the resources of the place. It 
really must have appeared to the mercantile community of 
other ports that the Houg Kong merchants had no money. 
How many banks have been “concocted” in Bombay and Lon- 
don, and being established here have driven a splendid business 
and have divided large dividends? Even the company for sup- 

. plying the colony with gas was formed in London, and the only 
shares offered for sale here were the few which formed the 
reward to the nose of wax whom it was necessary to put for- 
ward to perpetrate the shameful job. 

The fact is that there has been so much favouritism and 
snobbism in this community—so much prejudice and disgusting 
aycophancy, with such a contempt for intelligence and indepen- 
dent notions, that really nothing remained to form a bond of 
union—not even the commonest sense ; and if perchance it 
pleased the pigs to form a joint-stock company the whole 
proceeding resolved itsclf into a series of absurdities which 
soon reduced it to a laughing-stock. 

"yw For instance, a company was formed to run steamers between 
this and Canton, and after all the mysteries, the supercilious- 
ness, the hauteur, and the vapid dignity of officialdom had 
been played out, the result appeared in the shape of two 
Doats with immense capacity for the consumption of fuel, but 
with none whatever for the stowage of cargo. They had 
four chimnies each, and could accommodate two passengers 
to each chimuey; and in order to make the psssengers as 
warm as the chimnies, tho quarter deck (below which the cabins 
were) was absolutely sunk. It was a difficult matter to walk 
along the deck without burning one’s clothes. They were con- 
structed by a pot builder, managed by a pet agent, and cost an 
enormous sum of money, The novelty of officialdom and of 
the boilers too having worn off, and a few heavy calls having 
been made on the proprietary, the whole concern was 
wound up with the loss of lock, stock, and barrel, and 
wo believe something besides. 

Then, again, there was the club which formed a hobby 
of the notorious Colonel Caine. The estimate was a given 
number of shares at $400, which money being paid up and 
received it was found that $600 per share additional was 
required. And evon‘then, after that sum had been received, 
the establishment was in debt, and hobbled along petted, 
dirty, ill-managed, and indebted until its sale became 
necessary. 

And in fact it has been adopted as an“axiom by this commu- 
nity themselves, that any joint-stock company started by them- 
selves must of necessity come to grief—assuredly for the rea- 
- sons we have indicated and for none other. Thus it came to 

pass that a few enterprising Parsees and Scotchmen in Bombay 
invented and achieved so many banks in China. They had 
little money, but. they had eyes in their heads and sense too. 
‘They saw a clear field before them with a lot of swell donkeys 

+ browsing on it, and they turned it to pretty good account. 

‘The adage runs that even a worm, if driven to desperation, will 

- turn on its oppressors—so, in the case before us, the success of 
the numerous joint-stock banks which have been established 
here eventuated in such an excitement in Bombay and London 
that new bankswere “invented” with extraordinary rapidity, and 
eonsequently, the business being overdone and the ground over- 
occupied, the Hong Kong wiseacres began to collect their ideas, 
and to form a combination to grind some of their own flour, 

It is but fair to mention that the Whampoa Dock Company 
ie an exception to the general rule above laid down. That com- 
pany was, however, got up entirely by a man of great wealth 
‘and influence, who has ever been at war with the principles 
which have actuated this community, whether as regards tho 
frail, rotten, and mutable foundation whereon society is based, 
or as regards their deeds of omission or commission in a public, 
point of view. The exception, therefore, corroborates the rule! 

The following announcement, taken out of a Bombay daily 
paper, reads to us most ludicrous'y, and has, in fact, dictated 
these remarks, The liberality of the projectors in assigning 
one-sixth of the shares to people in China is most profuse—the 
gas company appear quite niggardly in comparison :— 

THE BANK OF CHINA (LIMITED). 

We have to announce the formation of a new bank und-r 
the above title, with a capital of sixty lakhs of rupees (with 
power to increase to three crores), in 30,000 shares of ra, 200 


— 
each. The head offices will be in Hong Kong, with branches 
in Shanghai and other parts of China. The promoters are— 
The Hon. Michael H. Scott, the Hon. Walter R. Cassels, 
Richard Willis, Esq., A. F. Wallace, Esq., Robert Haunay, Esq. 
Cowasjee Jehangheer, Esq. 

The Bank of China is project2d to occupy in China a position 
similar to that which the bauks of Bengal, Bombay, and Madras 
hold in India. 

‘The board of directors in China will be composed of gen- 
tlemen of high standing and local influence. 

Tho promoters will immediately apply to Hor Majesty’s 
Government for a charter. 

The bank will meantime be registered under the Companies’ 
Limited Liability Act of 1832. 

The promoters will memorialise the British Government in 
China to establish the same relations with the “ Bank of China” 
as exist between the Indian Government and the three Pres 
sidency banks. 

Five thousand shares will be reserved for allotment in China, 
and four thousand will be taken up by the local Financial As- 
sociation of India and China. 

We believe that the promoters have made arrangements 
with the Financial Association to receive applications for shares. 





Buckstone, the celebrated horse, which was backed for a mint 
of money for the Derby, 1862, and won the Ascot Cup in the 
following year, died at East Point Stables, Hong Kong, on 
the 10th of July last. The price paid for him in England was 
4,500 guineas, and his death in the Celestial Empire adds one 
more instance to the many on record of the fatality attending 
blood stock in the tropics. He wasintended for stud purposes, 
and never ran since his arrival at his new home. Sir William 
and Milltonuiro arc in the same stable. 

On the subject of Sir R, Alcock’s policy in Japan, the China 
Hail says :— 

“Next to writing upon China, the hardest work in the world 
is to write upon Japau. Sir Rutherford Alcock, according to 
the Japan journals, makes a deep mystery of the impending 
British policy in that country. This is simply making a moun- 
tain of a molehill, for the only serious point at issue between 
ourselves and the Japanese is the closing of the Inland Sea by 
the Prince of Nagato. 

“Now, as it happens that Sir R. Alcock has long been on 
the look-out for a sound cause of quarrel with the Japanese, 
and, further, that there isa peculiarly strong force of men 
and maveriel in this part of the East at present—and these 
mainly at Sir Rutherford’s disposal—we may safely expect 
to hear of hostilities being opened very shortly. Per. 
haps Sir Rutherford Alcock is right. The Japanese thay 
possibly enough be all the better for a thorough licking. Prince 
Satsuma does not appear to be the worse for what he got from 
Admiral Kuper, and, so far as we know of our Japan Minister’s 
views, he is likely to push the policy of coercion to a con- 
siderable extent, if not to its utmost limit. In point of fact, 
Sir R. Alcock’s present position in Japan is one peculiarly 
suited to his own temperament. Some years ago he was re- 
buked by the Foreign Secretary (Lord Russell, if we mistake 
not) for threatening war with the Japanese; now he is in s 
position to make war or abstain from doing so precisely as he 
considers best. He is a dangerous man to have charge of such 
means of offence, and we can only hope that he will use them 
judiciously.”

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Mr. Charles Thorne’s company performed “Othello” in the 
theatre to a numerous audience. As might have been ex- 
pected, the experiment of producing one of Shakespeare's 
plays was found to be somewhat difficult as regarded its results 
upon the audience. On tho whole, however, the performance 
met with approval. The part of Othello was well sustained by 
Mr, Charles Thorne, who appears to be a veteran upon the 
boards. The character of Desdemona was excellently sustained, 
while those of Zmilia and Jago were well up to the mark, the 
former, indeed, being perhaps the best-rendered character in 
the play, 

CANTON. 

The China Mail correspondent writes :— 

Canton is still dull as regards commercial vitality, although 
there are some slight indications of life remaining. The leading 
houses continue to maintain branches either on the Honam 
side of the river or on the well-known Shamien site, which 
latter has been beautified by tasteful matshed bungalows. 
The native traders with foreigners are still subjected to the 
most galling mandarin squeezes, and many of them have ceased 
to do business in consequence. In the adjacent district, towards 
the West, there have been clan fights, and recent information is 
to the effect that an army of Hakkas, 10,000 strong, is moving 
about, plundering and destroying Punti villages. They are 
armed in Furopean fashion, and fire in platoon at the word 
of command, a circumstance which indicates the presence of 
The growing appreciation among the 
Chinese of Western fire-arms is one of the signs of the times, 
and so is the mischievous uses to which they are being so 
readily turned, 2 

We deeply regret to record the death of the Rev. S. W. 
Bonney, who has been for many years a missionary at Canton 
in connection with an American society. He was a hard- 
working, pious, and devoted man, and his place will not be 
easily filled. In fact, he was a model to missionaries in Chins. 

The following comments, the result of @ personal visit of 
the Editor of the Daily Pres, whose residence at that port dates, 
ave believe, from 1840 :— 

“Having been absent from our desk on a visit to Canton 
for upwards of a week past, our readers generally may pro 
bably expect from our pen an attempt to express the sentiments 
and impressions which occupied our thoughts during our stay 
-at that once far-famed emporium, as also such gleanings of 
political intelligence as we were enabled to gather. As far as 
the, native trade of the place is concerned, a manifest improve- 
ment has taken place within the last six’ months—that is to 
‘say, there is more bustle in the streets, more merchandise in 
the shops, and more traffic on the river. Money is declared to 
‘be very scarce, and things generally appear uncommonly cheap. 

“The Shameen site is beginning to develop itself. The per- 
amanent buildings now erected on it are the church, the 
‘parsonage, and the hongs of three British firms. There are 
besides about ten commodious mat bungalows on the site. The 
three firms who have erected permanent buildings on Shameen, 
shave their offices there as well, but the dwellera in the mat 
‘bungalows have their offices in Honam, and resort to Shameen 
for the sake of the refreshing south breeze which blows up the 
“Macao passage. Strauge as it may seem, the Shameen site is 
cooler in midsummer thaneither Macao or Poke-fo-lum. Wespeak 
from the experience of the past week, during whicha refreshing 
breeze never ceased night or day—generally speaking, it was 
inconveniently strong, and the nights were so cool that it was 
out of the question to sleep without bedcovering. We do not 
now a pleasanter trip than a visit to Shameon presents. These 
American steamers are glorious craft to travel in—the fare, 
the attendance, the cleanliness and everything are unexception- 
able. A few days’ residence at Shameen is highly agreeable 
and conducive to health, whilst a visit to the city shopping, or 
to the heights “prospecting,” or to Poontinqua’s garden bota- 
ising, form an agreeable variety. 

“ As for the Shameen site per se, we fancy that at the present 
moment it is rather out of the way of business, but we think, 
should the foreign community make it their head quarters, that 
‘the shopmen will come behind them, and the tea and cotton 
men settle at Honam. In this case Shameen will become very 
‘central and convenient. We think, however, that the plan 
-adopted for laying down the Shameen site is on rather too 
«mognificent a scale, and that, large as it is, it will prove quite 
-incapable of holding the foreign community which dwelt in 
“Canton at the time of the Arrow outbreak. There is a praya 
of fifty feet all round, and then a street up the middle of 100 





feet, and the hongs are being built one after the other isolated 
so that really little, if any, more than half the ground will be 
occupied. 

“The foundations for the new British Consulate are being pro- 
ceeded with. We heard that it was necessary to sink deeper 
than anticipated,and that the contractor hesitated about signing. 
By the way, the mat bungalows on the Shameen site are, we 
think, quite as commodious and well built as the barracks at 
Cowloon. We were told that the former only cost about $400 
whilst the contract for the latter was $1,300! Our military 
euthorities should see to this, 

“ Regarding the chances of Canton recovering itself, we 
think that all depends on the action of the Government. It _ 
cannot be doubted that the Canton province is most pro- 
ductive, populous, and wealthy ; its population is the most 
energetic, intelligent, and enterprising of all Asiatics, save and 
except the Parsees. Yet their wealth is hoarded, their energy 
paralysed, their enterprise curbed. Feud fights prevail through- 
out the breadth of the province—the communications are ren- 
dered perfectly unsafe by marauders—and the especial mission of 
the mandarins appears to be the practice of extortion, The only 
place in the province where trade can be carried on is the 
colony of Hong Kong—the communication between which and 
Canton is open and free by means of the daily steamers ; 
money can be safely deposited here, until an opportunity for 
investment presents itself, and insurable vessels can be en- 
gaged to carry merchandise to any part of the coast. But we 
should suppose that this one outlet for enterprise and capital 
has been overdone, and, that hence arises the complaint of 
dull times, 

“Tt seems abundantly clear to us, that if the communication 
between Canton and the hundred large towns and cities con- 
tained within a radius of fifty miles, were clear and uninter- 
rupted—if the vicinity of all such towns and villages were 
secure from faction fights—and if the success of a merchant 
ceased to be the signal for extortion being practised on hin— 
then we maintain that the Cantonese would resume their 
wonted habits of enterprise, and that confidence, in fact, being 
restored, old Canton would rise from her ashes. Half this 
desideratum would be accomplished if foreign steamers were 
to run from Canton to the towns up the river; but even this 
the mandarins will not permit, although tempting offers have 
been made to them for the purpose. Their obstructiveness 
and their rapacity are on @ par. 

“ For instance, the opening of Hankow has proved prejudicial 
to Canton in so fan as country Congous are concerned. The 
Canton teamen were determined not to yield the trade without 
a struggle, and, consequently, last year they secured a number 
of chops of Congou which they had brought down to Canton, 
and on which they lost heavily; and little wonder, seeing that 
the mandarins squeezed 7} taels per picul out of them in the 
shape of transit dues.” =e 

Our Soochow correspondent informs us that an expedition 
which started about three weeks ago for the purpose of com- 
pleting the subjugation of the district around the provincial 
capital, returned on the 3rd July, after having captured the 
walled city of Chang-shing, situated between Hoochow and 
Yib-shing. The rebels, it is said, made a stout resistance. 
The position was of great importance to them, as a means of 
communication with Hoochow. On the 5th, the Futai left 
Soochow for the purpose of establishing a municipal govern- 
ment at Chang-shing. E 

The double screw steamer Far East, Captain Henry Jones, 
left Shanghai for Hankow on the 21st July, and will, we un- 
derstand, load at that port for England. Rate of freight has 
not transpired. 


{JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. | 

A daring case of forgery had been detected in Batavia. A 
native entering the office of Messra. M., M., and Co., presented 
an acceptance for f.{10,000, signed by Kouw Tjeng Po, and en- 
dorsed With the signatures of the firms of J. Speet and Tiede- 
man and van Kerchem, One of the clerks detected (that the 
signature of the latter endorsers was & forged one, and it was 
goon discovered that the whole was a case of one of the most 
daring forgeries heard of for many years past. The native was 
arrested, when he acknowledged he had been ‘sent in to dis- 
count the acceptance by a Chinaman then waiting outside to 
see the issue of the mission. Our celestial friend was also 
immediately arrested, notwithstanding his protestations of in- 
nocence, It has since been discovered that the same Chinaman 
has elready succeeded in discounting forged acceptances to the 
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extent of f. 40,000, and that one or two large houses will have 
to suffer the loss. The delinquent is a young man of good 
connections, but who has managed to run through a large for- 
tune within the space of one year. He was assisted in these 
forgeries by a fellow countryman, who is also in custody, and 
who has confessed having made tho false signatures at his in- 
atigation.

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Our dates come down to the 6th August. The London mail 
of the 27th June arrived on the eveniug of the 29th July. 

The commerce of the three stations of the settlement, taken 
together, amounts to over sixteen millions sterling, and it is 
worthy of observation, that though the American war has 
materially interrupted the supplies ofthe great import staples from 
Great Britain, yet the stoppage has not affected the total of 
the trade 

Singapore was suffering from a condition of the weather al- 
together unexampled in the memory either of the European 
residents or of the natives themselves. The heat was excea- 
sive; and a complete absence of those refreshing showers 
which have hitherto been such a characteristic of the climate 
rendered it well nigh unbearable, and at the same time seriously 
prejudicial to agriculture. Singularly enough, however, the 
fruit crop had not suffered, but on the contrary had been 
brought into market in greater abundance than in any previous 


year. 
PENANG. : 

The Governor was at Penang, from whence ho was visiting 
various parts of Province Wellesley. 

The Government steamer Plu/o had been with letters to the 
Rajah of Purlis asking information with reference to the death 
of five Siamese, who were supposed to have been murdered by 
people on board a Chinese junk. A junk was found at Purlis, 
the Nacoda of which admitted that he had landed men from 
Penang, but that they bad immediately proceeded across the 
peninsula to Sangora. Suspicion being aroused, the Nacoda 
of the junk was apprehended, and placed in custody until in- 
formation shall have been received from Sangora, 

Remarking on the burning of the Louisa by pirates, and 
the slaughter of the captain and mate, the Penang Gazette 
observes :—“There is no doubt, we should be inclined to 
think, that several of the vessels bound to China which have 
never been heard of aro not always destroyed by typhoons : 
Pirates in the China Sea are probably as destructive. About 
® twelvemonth ago two vessels, the Sarah Maria and Jacatra, 
left this for China, and after sailing from Singapore nothing 
has ever beon heard of either.” 








SIAM. 


Report by Consul Sir Robert Schomburgh on the Trade of Bangkok 
for the year 1863. 

Smrrma.—During 1863 the entries, not including junks, 
Were 304 vessels of 139,743 tons ; the departures were 206 
vessels of 115,914 tons. Compared with 1862 this shows an 
increase of about 9,000 tons in entries, and a decrease of 
16,000 tons in departures. A large number of ships were 
lying in port at the close of the year waiting for rice, and also 
Several large American ships were laid up, fearing capture by 
the Alabama if they ventured out. 

‘The average shipping employed in the ‘port during the last 
five years has beon 282 vesscls of 120,205 tons; hence, con- 
sidering only the clearances, the employment during 1863 was 
above the average, 

British Sarrrivc.—During 1863 the entries were 82 vessels 
of 30,363 tons, and the clearances 78 vessels of 28,603 tons 
which is an improvement of about 8,000 tons on 1862, and is 


Very close to the average for five years, viz, 79 1 
ery dose'te ge wears, viz, 79 vessels, and 





Inports.—The table of imports furnished by the foreign in- 
spector of customs does not appear to me to be very complete, 
some large items, such as raachinery imported for the Govern- 
ment, and presents to the King, being omitted ; the trade in 
precious stones is also much understated ; however, I believe it 
to give the best information obtainable. 

It shows an increase over 1$62 in the importation of piece 
goods, but I am informed by some of the largest importers that 
the piece goods trade has not flourished during the year, as 
buyers have seldom offered remunerative prices, 

Exrorts.—The total value of the exports has been about 
£880,000, rather above a five-year average. 

Rice.—The export has been about 1,632,000 piculs, whick 
is rather less than the amount exported in 1862, but just about 
the average export during the last five years. 

Svear.—82,700 piculs were exported, being about 20,000 
piculs less than the amount exported in 1862, and 47,000 piculs. 
less than a five-yearly average. 

Saur.—The salt trade with Batavia, which arose under 
contract with the Netherlands Government, having been 
mismanaged by the Siamese contractor, who failed to provide 
cargoes with any regularity, has now ceased. 

Corton has commanded a high price, having been in demand 
for shipment to Bombay. The quantity has been insignificant. 
Sticklac has been exported in unusual quantities. 

Nothing noteworthy has occurred in respect of other articles 
of trade.

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COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Macao.—Tyshans: Arrivals of the third crop amount to 1,500 
bales, making up 21,571 bales, equal to about 13,000 piculs, for the season 
to di contract deliveries for the furtnight are 1,900 half-chests, 200 
‘ongou, 1,600 half-chests and 500 boxes Souchong of the better 
kind. There have been no sales on the market. ‘The Banian, principally 
laden at Whampoa, took in here about 100 tons of the best for London. 

Cantox.—One or two chops of country Congous have actually come 
orward, and it is expected that 100 chops may be received in all. "A fair 
amount of business continues to be transacted in Tayshan Congous. For 
Scented Teas a good demand exists for fine, which are scarce and tend 
up; medium and common being plentiful and cheaper. In Canton 
Greens the business is restricted to Gunpowder, fine being scarce and 
dear, middling and common plentiful and cheap. Tayshan Congou : 
1,250 boxes and 500 half-chests at 22 taels_for brownish blackish leaf up 
to 30 taels for finest imitation Kaisow. Plain Orange Pekoe: 1,000 
half chests at 25 to 3I tls. for fine to finest. Souchong: 1,000 half-chests 
at 16 to 18 tls. for common. Scented Orange Pekoe: 4,000 boxes at 
23 tls. for fair up to 84 tle, for very fine. Scented Caper : 7,000 boxes 
at 221 tls, per middling up to 85 tls. for superfine. Canton Greens: 
5,0C0 boxes Gunpowder at 12} to 25 tls. for common to fine, and 2,000 
boxes Imperial at 124 to 15 tls. for common to fair. The stock is un- 
certain, being in a variety of stages of preparation. 

Foocnow.—There has been a brisk demand during the fortnight for all 
descriptions—large purchases of common to medium Congous have been 
made for the Australian market, and prices for those descriptions have ad- 
vanced from 1 to 2tls, ‘The better kinds have been in less inquiry, and 
rates have tended down, For the past day or two settlements of Congou 
have been on a more moderate scale. A fair demand has continued for 
Souchongs at previous rates. Pekoes are very dull. Qoolongs and 
Scented ‘Teas are in moderate request at rather easicr rates, The scttle- 
ments since last report are stated as under :—Congous: 38,000 chests, 
34,000 half chests, and 1,000 boxes, at 6.5.0 to 16.00 tls., for siftings to

Suanowar.—Black: The settlements show in many instances an 
advance of fully one tael, and holders are decidedly firmer since exchange 
has declined. “Setilements amount to 39 chops, at prices from 184 tis 
for common Oonhams to 43 tls. for finest Oopacks or Ningchows. Arri- 
vals from Hankow have been very large, but most of the teas have been 
re-shipped without being offered on our market. A few chops of second 
crop Oopack have been shown, and their quality appears about equal to 
last year's crop. Settlements on the market, 39 chops or 21,751 chests 
Oopacks, Oonhams, Ningchows, Hohows, and F, Fekoe. Re-shipped on 
owners’ account, 85 chops or 42,275 chests, do. do. ; total 124 chops 
64,026 chests; making total to date 100,549 chests.

Notwithstanding, however, the falling off 
in settlements the teamen remain firm for last quoted rates, Second 
crop, the arrivals of which have been moderate, turn out rather superior, 
both in leaf and liquor, to those of last season, and for good mediums 
the teamen ask very full prices :—Settlements for the fortnight are 105 
chopx, including 8 contracts, and 4 sent to Shanghai on Chinese account, 
making the total settlements for the season 332 chops, and leaving a stock 
fon the market of 33 chops.

the total arrivals to date amounting to ouly 48 chops, whereof 43 had been 
shipped, 5 remaining in stock. Quotations were nominal, but the holders. 
preterred selling on the spot to shipping to Shanghai, Ningchows, were 
quoted 31 to 32 tls. fair to good 25 to 28 tls, The total settlement and 
and shipments of the season to date amounted to 24,095 chests against 
29,326 chests same period last season, Green Teas: There are no addi- 
tional advices to those quoted in last report. It seems certain that supplies 
will be short, and rates high. 

Yoxouama.— Of old teas the stocks are now reduced to a very few 
piculs of good ordinary and common: about 150 piculs have been set- 
tled during the fortnight.

of one shilling per Ib: for fine silk. This enabled the dealers to establish 
an advance of 5 to 10 tls. per picul, and at the close there has been can- 
siderable excitement in the market, with very irregular prices. Tho 
settlements may be estimated at 3,000 bales, the bulk of which are 
medium and inferior Teatlees. Of really fine silk the market has been 
almost cleared of all the parcels offered for sale, but as some of the China- 
men have withdrawn their musters, in the hope of realizing higher prices, 
a small quantity is still included in our present stock. A portion of the 
second crop has been received and proves inferior in every way to the 
first, and tho dealers confidently assert, that the yield is less than last 
season. It is expected that there will, in consequence, be a large propor- 
tion of common and inferior silks, especially Taysaams, some few lots of 
which have already arrived and found buyers at very extreme prices. ‘The 
receipts from Japan have been 314 bales, the latest advices announce the 
arrival of a few bales of new silk which sold at high prices. Further arrivals 
were daily looked for, The following are the current quotations :—

"YoxouAMA.— A few parcels have come down, some portion of which 
was either new silk of last year's cocoons lately reeled, but mixed with 
old silk, and generally inferior, Some 50 bales have been settled at 
from $525 to 535, which prices appear to us to be very high, if we take 
the quality of the silk into consideration. Since then a few more bales 
have come to market, the quality of which seems to be improving, and, 
consequently, they are held for higher prices.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpax, Sept. 10. 

The dead season is nearly past; the session of the Parlia- 
ment will be closed within a week, while the new session will 
be opened as usual on the third Monday of this month. The 
‘Ministers are all returned home from their trips to Germany, 
and are preparing the several Bills that will be delivered in at 
the opening of the session. ‘The different Budgets have already 
arrived at the offices of the Council of State. When they have 
been discussed, the debates on the Government Act (regerings- 
reglement) for the West Indies will begin. Nothing has yet been 
heard about the Bill to abolish the heavy duty upon the 
journals, Indeed, it seems that the abrogation of that miser- 
able tax upon knowledge will be deferred ad kalendas Grecus, 
notwithstanding the urgent protests of our press, whose ruin it 
is, and of the public. 

The rumours that Mr. Betz, the head of the Financial De- 
partment, will be obliged to ask for his retirement, continue to 
circulate. It scems impossible for him to contont the several 
members of Parliament with his long-promised modifications 
of our system of taxes ; he endeavours, by all sorts of com- 


Dinations and mauouvres, to disarm the Opposition ; but I j 


do not believe that he will succeed again, now that everyone 
is convinced that Mr. Betz is not the specialite he was thought 
to be when he sat upon the Opposition beuches, 

The ministerial Haagsche Courant assures us that the Budget 
for the East Indies (comptabiliteitswet) is ready to be presented 
at one of the first sittings of the Second Chamber of the States 
General. The ‘rumour that the indisposition of Mr. Fransen 
van do Putte, the Minister of the Colonies, was dangerous is by 
this fact officially contradicted. 

His Majesty has returned from his seat “het Loo” to the 
Hague ; and within a few days her Majesty will leave for a 
journey of some weeks. 

The Archduke Nicolas‘of Russia left our bathing-place, Sche- 
veningen, for Copenhagen. The alliance between the Grand 
Duke, the heir to all the Russias, and the Princess Dagmar, 
sister of your Princess of Wales, is regarded as certain in our 
political circles, 

At last the Palace of Industry is opened at Amsterdam, 
after it has taken about eleven years to carry out a plant which, 
I believe, was executed in England in about seven months, 
The exhibition, however, is worth the time and trouble con- 
sumed in getting it up. The appearance of the building is 
indeed ver7 striking, and is an ornament to our capital. It 
was opened with great solemnity in the presence of the uncle 
of the King, Prince Frederick. Mr. Sarphati, the well-known 
banker, who projected the plan, has been created by the 
King Knight of the Order of the Netherlands Lion, and Mr. 
S.A. C. Dudok van Heel, the builder, Knight of the Luzem- 
burg Order (de eikenkroon). 

According to the latest news from Batavia (14th July), it 
seems to be impossible to construct the Ambarawa branch line 
of the network of railways in Java, Should this be true, then 
the Srobogan line must be laid down, aud as this cannot be done 
without the consent of the States General, it is more than 
probable that the Bill authorising the construction of the Java 
railways must be re discussed.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hambure, SEPTEMBER 10. 

The Danish Consul at Hong Kong, in a despatch to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs at Copenhagen, reports that the 
Sonderberg schooner Chin-chin, which had been captured by the 
Prussian steam corvette Gazelle, was released, as the commander 
of the corvette had received special orders from Berlin to re- 
spect all vessels hailing from the Duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein, The same consular report states that the Danish 
schooner Tordenskiold, owned at Faaborg, in Jutland, had 
succeeded in eluding the pursuit of the Prussian ships of war, 

From Russia we learn that the most important feature in 
the march of the great annual fair at Nyni Novgorod is the 
overland tea, which had risen in value. Last year the price 
obtained for this description was 100 roubles, whilst lor. 
are now willingly paid. ‘This is accounted for by the two-fold 
circumstance that the supply is considerably less, and the 
quality far better than usual. Of Canton tea ‘there were only 
10,0001bs. on sale, which realised from 75 cop. to Lr. 65 cop., 
according to quality. Of refined sugar 10,000 pods (of 40lbs. 
cach) were brought to the fair, which sold for 8 r. 30 cop. to 
9+. for first quality, and 7 7.99 cop. to 8r. for second, 
Formerly the sugar refiners never attended the fair in person, 
the business being conducted by middle houses as agents, but 
this year several refiners are on the spot. Very little coffee 
had been brought for sale, chiefly from St. Petersburg, and 
prices were 1 rouble higher than last year. 

‘The Senate of Hamburg, in conjunction with the Senates of 
Lubeck and Bremen, have jointly appointed Mr. G. A. Schoettler 
to be Hanseatic Consul at Newchwang. 

Among the latest arrivals in this city from the East are Mr. 
and Mrs. Bullock, from Akyab, Mr, Consul R. von Carlowitz, 
from Canton, and Mr, G. W. Schwemann, from Shanghai. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Correg.—The deliveries both for consumption and shipment have been 
very extensive since last outward mail, and the market is in a favourable 
state, several large purchases having been made on speculation even at 
the present high prices. 

‘ScGaB.— Importers have had to submit to a further decline of 4 to 8 
sch, beo. per 100Ibs. for all descriptions of raw, but this reduction had 
the effect of attracting purchasers, and very considerable transactions en- 
sued, after which the market closed rather firmer. Refined goods found 
buyers to an ample extent at stiff prices.

CONSULAR TRADE REPORTS. 


Foreicn-Orrice, Sept. 6. 
The following despatches have been received at the Foreign-office, 
from Sir Frederick Bruce, Her Majesty's Minister in China, and from 
‘Mr. Caine, Her Majesty's Consul at Swatow:— 





Peking, June 7. 

“ My Lord,—I have the honour to enclose ‘ Returns for Shanghai of 
import and export trade under foreign flags * for the year 1863, published 
by the Chinese Custom house. On the last page there isa table giving 
-the yearly amounts of foreign commerce, beginning with 1854. 

"The import trade has increased from 41,000,000 tacls (about 
£13,000,000) m 1860 (the last year before the opening of the Yangtze 
and the northern ports), to 81,000,000 taels (about £27,000,000) in 1863. 

“ The increase is due, in a great measure, to the large and increasing 

trade, from the ports opened on the Yangtze, in Chinese produce of all 
descriptions. Owing to the violence of the winds and the rapidity of the 
currents in certain places, the application of steam to navigation was re- 
quired before the Yangtze could be made available as a highway for 
transport. The decks of the steamers are now crowded with Chinese 
passengers, and their holdsare filled with produce destined not for foreign 
export, but for Chinese consumption. ‘The practical advantages of foreign 
inventionsare thus brought home to masses of the population in the very 
centre of China, and they can now avail themselves of the natural outlet 
for the productions of ‘those rich internal provinces, instead of being 
riven to the slow and circuitous method of artificial’ water communi- 
cation, and exposed to the exactions of officials of the different provinces 
they had to pass through. 
,_ {The large amount under the head of re-exports embraces the trade 
in imports and exports which have been brought to Shanghai as an entrepot, 
and are thence distributed to different ports of China, to Japan, and to 
the Western world. 

“ The exports of Shanghai itself have suffered from the diminution 
‘of the silk crop, due to the advance of the insurgents into the silk dis- 
tricts, and the flight or forcible seizure of the labouring population, 

“ The entries of foreign-owned tonnage employed in carrying this trade 
have increased within the same period from 293,568 to 996,890.

The above shows an excess of 83 vessels leaving with cargo. 

‘The trade between Singapore and this port has been almost com- 
pletely driven away by reason ot the heavy sums demanded by the Chinese 
officials on each voyage, and also in consequence of the extortions levied 
by the villages near Swatow on all Chinese passengers. The amount 
charged for merely landing them is $10 per head, whereas passengers 
from Hong Kong by steamer save $2, the charge being ¢8. These are 
most iniquitous charges, but the officials appear unwilling, or, perhaps, 
are unable, to put down extortions levied by such powerful clans as those 
inhabiting the villages of Swaboe, Goswa, &c. The Singapore versels 
now discharge their cargoes into lorchas at Hong Kong, which can, 
being native owned, dispose of their goods at any of the ports between 
this and Hong Kong, many going to Cupchi, between which port and 
‘Hong Kong a large trade, I am told, has sprung up. 

“ FOREIGN SutrPINnc. 

“There has been a very large increase in the number of vessels under 
flags of continental States frequenting this port as compared with former 
returns. The subjoined table will best illustrate this :— 


“ ABRIVALS. 
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“« These vessels average from 150 to 300 tons, and are better suited to 
the coasting trade under Chinese charter than our larger vessels, which 
require more cargo than can bestowed at Swatow, where there is a paucity 
of godown room ; goods have, therefore, to be retained up country until 
the vessel is ready to take in her cargo, when it is sent down in boats 
which go at once alongside to put it on board. Nearly all the vessels 
employed in the trade of the port, exclusive, of course, of steamers, are 
chartered by Chinese merchanta, who much prefer these smaller craft, 
which are besides chartered at a lower rate than either British or American 
vessels, 

“It will be perceived that foreign shipping has increased in much 
greater proportion than the British ; and if steamers be not taken into 
account foreign ships excced the British by 69 ressels, the tonnage of the 
former being 55,147, and of the latter 31,803, or an increase of 23,941 
tons in foreign bottoms. The coast trade in steamers is, however, stil 
monopolised by British vessels. 

“ Luports. 

“The total value in sterling of the import trade for 1863 is estimated 
at £1,770,635, while that for the previous year was £1,264,444, being an 
increase of £506,191 over the year 1862, this excess being principally in 
the following items, viz. :—

“In the above imports foreign goods in native bottoms have been 
taken into account; the value of this trade for the year 1863 amounts 
to £22,029, which, as compared with 1862, shows a failing off of £35,734, 
This has been caused by the preference which is now given to foreign 
vessels by the native merchants over their own unwieldy junks, very few 
of which now visit the port. The lighter and smaller built vessels of the 
lorcha or west-coast boat class trade between Hong Kong and this, a line 
or. which there is no traffic in foreign bottoms except by steam vessels, 
Goods shipped in west-coast boats have a great advantage, as, being 
native craft, they can visit any of the poris, aud so choose their market. 
Much smuggling is carried on in this way. 

“ Exports. 

“ The total value of the export trade for 1863 amounts to £808,069, 
which, when compared with that for 1862, shows an increase of £84,479. 
This excess is chiefly perceptible in sugar, the increase in this article bein, 
£51,818. There is also an increase in the quantity of tobacco exported 
of the value of £21,273. 

« Sugar, tobacco, paper, coarse chinaware, and grasscloth are the princi- 
pal articles of export, 

“The total estimated value of the trade of this port for 1863 (exclu- 
sive of native trade in native vessels, of which I have been unable to pro- 
cure any returns), is, therefore, £2,578,704, or an increase of £590,670 
over the previous year, being an excess of considerably over half a million 
sterling, which, considering the many disadvantages this port labours 
under in its foreign merchanis being denied access to the chief cities 
through the non-reception by the Chinese officials of Her Majesty’s Con- 
sul at Chao-chow-foo—the heavy mulcts demanded by powerful village 
clans on all goods sent inland—as well as the disturbed state of the 
country—village feuds being the rule and not the exception—will afford a 
very fair idea of the steady advance of the trade of the port, 

“Since my last report was written the Consulate has been removed 
from Double’ Island to Kahchio, immediately opposite Swatow, between 
which two places all the shipping lie. Some dwelling houses have lately 
been built at Kahchio, as well as godowns, and more of the latter are in 
course of erection, 

“understand that much extra ground has been set apart this year for 
the cultivation of sugar, in consequence of the demand in the north of 
China for this product. The Chinese mode of pressing sugar is most rude; 
the cane is passed between two perpendicular granite cylinders ; one being 
turned by oxen gives a motion to the other by means of cogs cut in the 
granite and shod with hard wood. ‘The juice is thus expressed, and runs 
through a channel cut for that purpose into a large wooden tub, from 
which it is removed to the boiling hut closely adjoining. ‘These cylinders 
are not at all firmly fixed, depending altogether upon their weight to keep 
in position, I believe a eompany of Luropeans,working one of the modern 
sugar mills, might make a large profit, if the Chinese would consent to sell 
their crops when ready for cutting. They cannot be induced to use the 
European sugar mills themselves. Messrs, Bradley and Co. imported 
one, but the natives refused to purchase, or even try it.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 
Str,—My attention has lately been directed to your article of the 8th 
August, which had hitherto escaped my notice, and I concur in much 
that is therein said respecting the future government of the Straits Settle- 
ments, 





It is a subject of greater importance than most suppose, erpecel now 
that the Dutch are extending their influence in Sumatra, and the French 
are gradually progressing in Cochin-China and Cambodia. 


Whether the Settlements are to continue under the India Board, with 
adirect reference home, as some propose, or whether they are to be 
transferred to the Colonial-office, the important position of Governor 
should no longer be given to those who, though actuated by the best of 
goodwill, cannot be expected to possess the necessary diplomatic educa- 
tion, or who are but loo apt to treat delicate questions with a military 
abruptness ill-suited and unpalatable to those with whom they have to 
treat, or with whom they are brought in contact. I have no doubt that 
the attention of those more deeply interested than myself has been brought 
to bear on this subject, and I trust that some of them will move in the

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RETURN OF SIR FREDERICK BRUCE FROM PEKING, 
+ Arrer an absence of about five years from England, Sir 
Frepgrick Bruce has returned on leave of absence from his 
diplomatic mission at the Court of Peking. As the first British 
Minister accredited to the Emperor of Camva, his name will be 
handed down with the annals of British relations in the Chinese 
Empire under extraordinary circumstances, that would not 
otherwise belong to his post if he had been appointed to any 
ordinary State. The post was one of no small importance to 
fill at the juncture of his arrival in China, when he had to 
conciliate a semi-barbaric Power just after the conclusion of a 
long and sanguinary war. As brother to the late lamented 
Lord Exam, who concluded the Treaty of Ticn-tsin, Sir Fre- 
DERICK doubtless was indebted to that connection for the high 
and onerous post of Minister Plenipotentiary to the greatest 
empire in population on the habitable globe. Patronage of this 
nature, in too many instances, has been used to the sacrifice of 
the public interests. But we candidly confess, after au intimate 
knowledge of Sir Frepgrick Bruce's career in China, we are of 
opinion that he was the right man in the right place at the Court 
of Peking. Not that we haveuniformlyagreed with every shade of 
policy he has carried out, But we maintain that few men 
would have exhibited the unflinching moral courage, combined 
with a dignified suwavitor in modo, towards the punctilious 
mandarins of an effeminate and effete Government, that he has 
done on occasions of vital interest to peace and commerce. 
Nor have his diplomatic relations with his colleagues at Pe- 
king been less conciliatory, dignified, and successful. On all 
occasions in his intercourse with the Ministers of Franco, 
America, and Russia, he worked for a diplomatic union, #0 
that the jealous administration of the Emrzror should not 
profit by dissension in the foreign camp; and here his efforts 
‘were crowned with success, He maintained, at the same time, 
the dignity of the British name so pre-eminently that his 
colleagues unanimously chose him as their exponent with 
Prince Kuna and the Regency on all matters of high import, 
affecting the Western Powers. In his immediate relations 
with the Foreign-office he likewise exhibited a firm confidence 
in his own course of action, that partook of an in- 
dependence unusual, even in the conduct of a pleni- 
potentiary armed with full powers, towards the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. In one of his despatches 
on the Lay-Osporn business, he rebukes his superior for 
the course pursued in handing over to Mr. Lay the power of 
organising an‘Anglo-Chinese naval force without first consulting 
him, This point was recently debated in the House of Com- 
mons, when the Premier seemed rather to applaud the boldness 
of the Forcign Secretary’s subordinate. 

While be never flinched from his duty towards the Chinese 
Government, his foreign colleagues, or his own Govern- 
ment at home, he never descended to truckle with the con- 
tending claims of British residents in China, On the contrary, 
he was deemed a severe Minister, especially in his capacity of 
Superintendent of British Trade in China, which brought him 
in contact with the mercantile community—of which nine- 
tenths of the civilians consist, The stringent regulations 
issued_for the control of commerce at the open porte bear 


testimony to this; and his determination not to allow mer- 
chants to step with impunity beyond the bound of the stipula~ 
tions laid down in the Treaty of Tien-tsin, show that he dis- 
pensed justice with an even hand, and respected the native 
authorities. Moreover, where there was even a certainty 
of England securing large concessions in which her less 
powerful allies would have been unsuccessful, Sir FREDE- 
RICK never sacrificed the entente cordiale, that so happily 
subsisted among the representatives of the foreign Powers, by 
grasping at material advantages not conceded to them. By 
this line of policy he disarmed the least scrupulous Powers in 
extending their territorial acquisitions ; and demonstrated, to 
the surprise of the Chinese Government, that the policy of 
England towards China was of a much more disinterested 
character than they had hitherto entertained ; while it was the 
glory of hor diplomatic, military, and naval officers to uphold” 
the unsullied honour of their country. A great deal of disap- 
probation, and some degree of contumely, from time to time 
assailed Sir Frepertcr, as his independent course of action ram 
counter to the interests of other nations, and the self-aggran- 
disement of the foreign Residents at the open ports. But time. 
has smoothed down these asperities, as subsequent even‘s have- 
shown the wisdom of British policy in China as carried out by 
this astute Minister, who has battled successfully with contend- 
ng interests, that would have made more experienced diplo- 
matists of inferior calibre shrink from the post, or lead the: 
country into never-ending wars. He accepted the post while 
the ruins of the late Emperor's palace of Yuen-ming-yuer 
were still smoking after its destruction by the allies; 
he held it firm while the Government was over- 
turned by a coup d'etat, of the most sanguinary description- 
among its leaders ; and now, after a residence of nearly four 
years within the precincts of the ancient sacred city, he leaves 
the British Legation at Peking in full accord with the Chinese. 
authorities of every degree, as well as all the contemporary le- 
gations established there. That his conduct has been approved: 
of by his Sovereign is evinced by the title of K.C.B., which 
adds to the nobility of his name what it did not possess on his. 
departure from England. It is possible that further honours 
may await him on presentation to Her Masgsty, not only for 
his honourable career in China, but his connection with the 
noble House of Bruce. 

The following is a résumé of the chief events in the diplo- 
matic career of Sir Frepgrick Bruce, K.C.B.:— Attached to 
the late Lord Asupurton’s Special Mission to Washington, 
February 9, 1842; Colonial Secretary in Hong Kong, from 
1844 to 1846; Lieut.-Governor of Newfoundland, June 27, 
1846; Consul-Gencral, in the Republic of Bolivia, June 23, 
1847; Charge d’Affaires in Bolivia, April 14, 1848; to the 
Oriental Republic of the Uruguay, August 27, 1851; Agent. 
and Consul-General in Egypt, August 3, 1853 ; accompanied 
Lord Exom’s Special Mission to China, in April, 1847 ; brought 
home, September 18, 1857, the Treaty with China, signed at 
Tien-tsin, June 26, 1858 ; appointed C.B, September 28, 1858 5 
appointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Emperor of Carna, December 2, 1858 ; Chief Superintendent 
of British Trade in China, March 1, 1859. Mr. Brucs’s Mis- 
sion was prevented from procecding to Peking by the oppo- 
sition of the Chinese, when the Taku forts, in the Peiho, were 
attacked, June 25, 1859, by the British and French allied forces.. 
The Mission returned to Shanghai, where it remained til?’ 
after the conclusion of hostilities, and the exchange of the 
ratifications of the Treaty of June 26, 1858, at Peking, 
October 24, 1860. Mr, Bruce proceeded to Peking November- 
7, 1860, but withdrew to Tien-tsin for the winter, whilst ar- 
rangements were being made for putting a residence ia proper 
order for his reception. The Mission was established at Peking 





March 26, 1861, but it was not till April 2, that Mr. Bruce 
paida visit to Prince Kune, Was made a K.C.B. December- 
12, 1862, 

During his absence, we learn from the local Gazette that T.. 
F, Wane, C.B, Her Masusty’s Secretary of Legation, assumes. 
charge of the British Legation, and Chief Supcrintendency of 
Trade inChina. This gentleman is the well-known sinologue— 
one of those whom WINGROVE Cooke facetiously designates the 
fifteen-years-in-China-and-can-speak-and-write-the-language-men, 
With all due regard for his capabilities as a linguist, we are 
afraid that his native idiosyncracies may lead him ivto the 
mazy labyrinths of Chinese philosophy so far, in discussing 
politics with Prince Kuna, that he may possibly overlook the 
substance of British policy, as inaugurated by his chief. Bred 
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to the Scottish bar as an advocate, Sir F.W. A. Bruce ap 
plied himself to the diplomatic task before him with a lega 
knowledgo and comprehensive judgment that rarely falls to the 
lot of men in that service, which is too often recruited from 
quarters least capable of qualifying its officers for the delicate 
missions they have to perform. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Wank, as locum tenens, will maintain with dignity the position 
he temporarily occupies, and, above all, to refrain from undoing 
any of the fabric Sir FrepeRIck has reared. He cannot do 
better than follow in the footsteps of so able a master of 
diplomacy. 


THE TAIPING REBELLION. 

Norwrrastanpine the disbandment of Gorpoy’s native 
disciplined force, the campaign of the Imperialists against the 
Taipings progresses successfully. Of course, it was to be 
expected that a knowledge of this event, on reaching the leaders 
of the rebellion, would instil renewed courage into them, and 
fresh hopes of overcoming their undisciplined countrymen 
under the command of cowardly mandarins. If such was the 
case it has not led to any decisive movement on the part of 
the Cuuxa Wans, their brave and skilful military chief, who, 
it appears by the latest accounts, has either joined the 
garrison at Nanking, or proceeded further into the interior, 
to make a last dying effort in the cause of the Tizn Wana. 
As to that mysterious personage claiming to have a divine 
mission and the essence of the Godhead in his veins, but 
whilom Hona-stv-1s1vEN, the poor soholar—it would appear 
that he is reported dead; so that the “Imps.” will not have a 
chance of capturing a real livo deity, to exhibit in one of their 
human cages, should the army now investing Nanking starve 
the garrison into surrender. That he was alive when his 
delectable preceptor, the American missionary Issacuan 
Rozerrs, fled without his carpet-bag from Nanking—which he 
called the “Den of Thieves”—we have the testimony of that 
crack-brained propounder of the Gospel of the fact up to the 
end of 1862 ; and if we can trust the indirect evidence of the 
Reverend ‘Mr. Lonscuizp, the Emperor of Taipingdom was 
“ alive and kicking ” in June, 1863. But there came rumours to 
Shanghai in the interval that his ‘Divine Majesty of the 
Heavenly Kingdom of Great Peace” was defunct. If we re- 
member aright, it was said that he had “ shuffled off this mortal 
coil,” like many a Taiping “coolic king” around him, from 
over-indulgence in the luxuries of his table, to which he had 
been unaccustomed in his early life; while his deluded followers 
in the camp were‘actually devouring human flesh, with cannibal 
ferocity when it was that of a slain “Imp.” Be that as it 
May, there were many and valid reasons at one time that he 
had died, of which the independent movements of the Caune 
Wane, and other fighting chiefs, gave corroborative evidence, 
If he had succumbed in the summer of 1862, there 
were obvious reasons that it should be kept secret, in 
order to prevent the defection of ,fanatical adherents 
who believe in his personal immortality. We now learn, 
by the latest accounts from North-China, that three spies 
from Nanking, being discovered at Soochow, to save their lives 
divulged the fact that the Tren Wane had died on the 4th of July 
“last ; and otherwiso gave intelligence to the Viceroy of Krana- 
800 of the dreadful straits the inhabitants and garrison of 
Nanking were put to in obtaining the necessaries of life, on 
account of the perfect investment of the city ; all of which 
tallied with what was previously known to the Imperialists. 
There is, therefore, strong testimony that Huna-sto-tstugy, 
the orginator, and, for at least fourteen years, the soul of this 
extraordinary movement and insurrection, is no longer alive to 
manage the helm of affairs, which he held with such power and 
skill. It is reported also through St. Petersburg that Nanking 
has capitulated. 

This being the case, we may look for the extinction of 
the rebellion sooner than was anticipated ; that is, the breaking 
up ofthe rebellion as a united religious and political movement ; 
for wo may expect that out of its dismemberment the military 
element will hold on for years to come, as they must of necessity 
seck subsistence by the sword in other provinces not yet im- 
poverished by their desolating presence. Already it is reported 
that marauding bands frm Nanking have appeared in the cen- 
tral provinces of Hoo-peh and Hoo-nan ; and the Government, 
urged into some degree of shame at their inactivity by the foreign 
Ministers at the Court of Peking, have organised new levies of 
militia, and seat some of their best troops into the disturbed 
districts. Moreover they are arming their soldiers, as far as 





their limited means will permit, with efficient muskets and 
rifles, to displace the antiquated jingal. On this point the 
official mind is now convinced of the superiority of foreign 
weapons of war; and the urgent necessity of drilling the army 
into their use. We observe that Major Gorpon, instead of 
deserting the country where he has won his laurels, by a 
speedy departure for his native land after his “occupation was 
gone,” remains for some time at Shanghai to organise & 
native camp for military instruction on the European system. 
This is but another gratifying phase in the character of our 
gallant countryman, in his devotion to the military profession, 
und the abnegation of self, wherever he deems his services to 
be of use to his fellow-men, irrespective of creed or country. 
Accounts from Che-kiang are not s0 satisfactory, where the 
suppression of the rebellion in that province was handed over 
to the Franco-Chinese disciplined contingent under Captain 
D’Arcanetiez. The rebel garrison of Hoochow still holds out: 
against the army brought against it. And easily they may do 
so when their besiegers are encamped come ten miles off the 
city, One would almost imagine that the French commander 
of this force has no desire to end the campaign too soon, 
if we may judge of the pertinacity with which he keeps his 
artillery at that distance, when they ought to be under the 
city walls; while the enemy have all their approaches free to 
communicate with their friends for supplies of food and am— 
munition, Our gallant allies, on these points, are not so 
scrupulous as Major Gorpoy and his English officers. What 
that true soldier sought for after the treachery at Soochow, 
Captain D'ArcaBELLE scems to avoid; and would deem it, 
probably, a misfortune should he be called on by the native 
authorities to resign his post and disband his men. We shall 
not venture tq remark further upon the dilatory operations near 
Hoochow, At the same time we cannot refrain from joining 
our contemporaries in China in reprobating the conduct of the 
detachment of French chasseurs of the Imperial army and 
sailors of the navy stationed at Ningpo. Here the ruffianly 
fellows assigned for this service have been conducting 
themselves in the most abominable manner; not only 
towards the inoffensive inhabitants, but the English 
officers of Colonel Cooke's Anglo-Chinese force, which 
forms the garrison of that city. Recently a drunken mis- 
creant jostled against a sedan chair, in which one of these 
gentlemen was being carried to his quarters, when, taking. 
offence at the apparent awkwardness of the chair-bearers, he 
butchered one of them on the spot. On one occasion, also, 
a body of soldiers and sailors endeavoured to disarm the guard 
at one of the gates, and force their way into the city for pur- 
poses of plunder and rapine, But they were kept at bay by 
Colonel Coorgand a strong guard of his disciplined force, whick 
compelled these French marauders to retire to their camp 
outside the walls, and the gunboats anchored in the river, from 
whence they had issued. From remonstrances made by the 
British Consul, and the ofticers of the Anglo-Chinese force, it. 
would appear that the discipline of the soldiers and sailors at 
this post is so lax that the Freuch Consul and officers in charge 
have no control over their men. At least they say so in reply 
to our remonstrances—which is an admission that should reach 
head-quarters in Paris ; as not only reflecting upon the efficiency 
of the French army and navy inthe Far East, but ought to 
be remedied by the Ministry of Marine and War without delay. 
We observe also that the French at Ningpo have built and 
launched two gunboats at Ningpo, the first of a flotilla of five, 
for the service of the Chinese Government, as the nucleus 
of a Franco-Chinese navy, after the failure of establishing 
the Lay-Osporn fleet. These boats are reported to be 
of inferior build and machinery, from the wood being unsea- 
soned and the latter old. The armament of them is unusually 
heavy, and doubtless intended for bombarding Nanking, 
should it not surrender before these steamers enter the 
Yang-tsze. As wo anticipated in our remarks on this subject in 
former issues, the Frenchare going “the whole hog ” into active 
assistance by sea and land, in the Imperial cause against 
the Taipings, and nobody mentions the word “neutrality.” 
Evidently they havo been delighted at our vacillating 
policy, and hail the retirement of British officers from the 
Chineso service as the signal for their having the biggest finger 
in the Imperial pie. They have settled down at Ningpo, where 
dockyards are constructed, and numbers of French shipwrights 
are at work, so that in time they may have as extersive am 
arsenal as at Saigon. Our authorities had better look to it. 
The progress of French ambition in the East is rapidly undor- 
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mining British influence in China ; and with their naval reserve 
in Cochin-China, they could at any time bring into these waters 
& formidable fleet that might defy all comers. 





NEW FRENCH TREATY WITH THE ANNAMESE. 

‘Tue telegraphic communication which we publish below has 
been received in Paris by the last raail, per Messageries Im- 
periales from Saigon, announcing the conclusion of the new 
French treaty with Tu-Duc, King of Cochin China and-Annam, 
As we previously pointed out, the French have nominally 
yielded up tho six provinces of Lower Cochin China, which they 
had wrested from that King, on consideration of their holding 
& protectorate over them, and receiving the sum of 20,000,000 
dollars. Doubtless the Annamese imagine that when the 
French are paid the money they will take their departure, and 
leave only a few soldiers and sailors at Saigon, whom they 
might casily overcome in the event of afresh rupture. But in 
this they will be mistaken ; and there is every probability of 
dissensions and pretexts occurring in Cambodia for the French 
to extend their protectorate to that region also. The result 
may be that they will hold in a few years the destinies of the 
whole of Indo-China in their hands, and will be able to dictate 
any terms they choose to the kings and governments of that. 
vast territory. Of course they will take care that these “ pay 
the piper,” while the Emperor of France will hold a country 
for the employment of his fighting subjects in the Far East, to 
emulate the power of England in India. 

Advices received here from Saigon to the 26th of July announce that a 
new Franco-Annamite treaty was signed on the 15th of that month. The 
principal clauses of the treaty are the following :— 

‘The establishment of a French protectorate in six provinces of Lower 
Cochin China. 

The opening of three important ports on the Annam coast, with the 
concession of nine kilometzes of ground in the vicinity of each port, where 
French merchants shall be at liberty to travel and trade. 

Entire liberty is granted to French missionaries to propagate the 
Christian religion throughout the whole kingdom. 


The establishment’ of Consular agents at Hué and the ports open to 
‘commerce, 


Payment of an indemnity of 100,000,000f. to the French Government, 


THE SHANGHAI SILK RETURNS. 

Sir,—I read with considerable surprise in The Times, dated this 
‘morning, the following paragraph of a despatch from Sir Frederick Bruce, 
dated Peking, June 7, 1864, respecting the export and import trade of 

hai, and addressed to Earl Russel, K.G. :— 

« The exports of Shanghai itself have euffered from the diminution of 
the silk crop, due to the advance of the insurgents into the silk districts, 
and the flight or forcible seizure of the labouring population.” 

Sir Frederick Bruce accepts as true such reports as the European offi- 
cer in the service of the Chinese Government at Shanghai may please to 
make to him; but I am in possession of the bi-monthly overland reports 
of the export trade of China for some yeats past, published for the infor- 
mation of the mercantile community, and so far from there being a 
Aiminution in the annual export of silk since the insurgents captured 
Soochow on the 8th of May, 1860, and possessed themselves of the 
silk provinces, there has been an annual iucrease in the export of 
silk until the present year, when, in consequence of Majo 
Gordon having obtained possession of Soochow by the treachery 
of the Futai, and the subsequent expulsion of the insurgents from 
the silk provinces, there has been a diminution in the export of silk, re- 
Ported to amount to 40,000 bales in 1863 4. Either, therefore, the bi- 
monthly reports of exports in my possession are untrue, or the report of 
the Chinese Custom-house officer at Shanghai is untrue; but there can 
be no doubt the statement is unfounded that the falling off in the export 
-of silk is owing to the ‘advance of the insurgents into the silk districts,” 
the fact being that the silk districts have been desolated by having been 
amade a baitle-field by Major Gordon in effecting the expulsion of the in- 
surgents.— Your obedient servant, W. H. Synzs.

Hemoires sur La Chine; Religion. Par le Comte p’Escayrac 


pE Lavture. Paris: Librairie du Magasin DPittoresque.—In 
noticing the appearance of the new part of M, de Lauture’s 
most interesting work, we shall confine ourselves to an indica- 
tion of the important nature of its contents. Religion, with 
refereuce to China, is a topic which the author admits to be 
too extensive even for him, and which, in fact, he has but 
glanced over, though he boasts that he “shall perhaps have 
done more for the study of the Chinese religions than mavy 
more learned and more competent men than himself.” Some 
of the difficulty felt. in dealing with the matter arises from the 
fact that, as with laws, and customs, and sciences, China has 
the peculiarity of absorbing rather than adopting whatever new 
ideas time or man may have the mission to impress upon her. 
‘The usual operation is reversed: China remains unchanged ; 
the new ideas it is that undergo modification. Thence there is 











an immense magazine for future thinking in the opening sen- 
tence of the portion of the “Mémoires” now before us :— 

China, one of the most ancient empires of the world, has Teligious forms 
‘and notions which she did not borrow. She has received in succession the 
cults and dogmas that number most disciples on the earth, and are followed 
by the pronies of greatest celebrity. Religion, equally with man, has not 
escaped that profound modification that China imposes on whatever ap- 
proaches her; and as every one of the imported forms has continued to 
maintain itself in some part of China and among some of the population, 
the study of the religion of the Chinese would be the study of religion as 
a whole, under erery aspect and in every phase. 

The Confucian worship our author considers, since the days 
of Kang-chi, to have simply a political value, though the sacri- 
fices may secm to give it a religious one. “But the modes of 
Asia are different to those of Europe : symbolism has assumed 
there bolder forms than ours.” Buddhism, again, “ at least in 
China, that is, in its largest area, is destitute of faith, aud has 
no influence that can be recognised, cither on the public habits 
or on the government of the State.” No such simple and com- 
paratively pure worship as either one or the other of those just 
mentioned would satisfy the craving of two or three hundred 
millions of uneducated minds for something more decided in 
its symbolism and more apparent to the senses. Hence the 
worship of the Chinese is in reality the grossest idolatry, con- 
sisting in the adoration of the immense number of gods con- 
stituting the Chinese Olympus, whose multitude is receiving 
constant additions, Here is the history of a very recent pro- 
motion, who owes his apotheosis to British bullets :— 

One example will show how Saint-ship is arrived at. In 1840 Tshen- 
kwa-tsheng, a Chinese general, had to defend Woo-sung against the 
English. He was a pious man, compassionate to others, though rigid to 
himself, and iis habits were of the simplest_kind. ‘The peasantry, whom. 
he protected against violence, called him, after the Old Buddha, Lao-fo. 
He displayed great activity in his preparations, but the inequality of the 
weapons left him no chance of vietory. When the day of battle cam 
he put on his Court dress and proferred fervent prayers to heaven ani 
earth. He fought with great courage, and fell riddled with bullets, in- 
voking Heaven, his face turned in the direction of the Imperial residence. 
The terrified people exclaimed, “The Great Wall of China is broken 
down; what is going to become of us?” Ten days after death the cot 
was found, which, says his biographer, was not at all decomposed. The 
Emperor ordered that tablets should be put up in the temples of two 
cities, and conferred honours on his family, A statue was made of him, 
said to be an excellent resemblance, which, when dressed like him, was 
placed in the temple of Tsheng-kwang, at Shanghai. ‘The story is also 
current in the country, that Tshen-kwa Tsheng had made it known to the 
visitors of the temple of divination at Soong-Kiang that on his reaching 
the shies he was raised to the dignity of Second General of Thunder. 

Under the head of Foreign Creeds M. de Lauture gives what 
is known of the small Jewish colony that appears to have been 
seated for centuries at Kai-fung, in the interior. It now num- 
bers only seven families, who are in astate of the greatest 
poverty. The Mahometans are very numerous in some parts 
of China, and there are no less than twenty-four morques im 
Peking itself. Islamism, as we had occasion before to notice, 
M. de Lauture considers to be an clement of great peril to 
China. He remarks :-— 

This peril is revealed by frequent revolts and conspiracies, not only on 
the side of Turkistan and Central Asia, but even in the Chinese pro- 
vinces of the empire—recently in Sham-si, Shen-si, Honan, Shan-tung, 
and in the very neighbourhood of Peking. Yun-nan, where the revolt 
has existed for some years, has not yet returned to order. It must, how- 
ever, be stated that the revolt was provoked by the restless despotism of 
China. It is asserted that the Governor of Yun-nau meditated the mas- 
sacre of the Mussulmans; it is certain that he himsclf was massacred. 
Islamism is in great force in China. The English ii 
because of India being so near, and they have inspired the Mus: 
that country with too great a hatred of them to gain the con 
those elsewhere. We are better situated in that regard, Ala ' 
farther off; but Islamism is a dangerous force to employ ; it must neither 
be relied on nor assisted ; if China were Mussulman it would be an im- 
mense Morocco; we should be violently ejected, and the country would 
decline so quickly under the ine of fanaticism and indolence that it 
would not be even worth the trouble of returning to. 

To complete his picture of religion in China the author has 
of course to refer to the efforts made by the missionaries of 
the various forms of Christian faith to cffect the conversion of 
the inhabitants ; but he entertains little hope of their success 
for the present, giving it as his opinion, “if it be allowable to 
reason humanly on things divine, that Christianity will make 
no greater progress in China than it hasin Mahometan countries 
or in India.” The dissousions among the Christians themselves 
must interpose grave obstacles to the propagation of the faith 
they seek to spread. M. de Lauture observes :-— 

The Catholic missions suffered a rough check when the Dominicans 
and others came to dispute possession with the Jesuits. The situation is 
still more difficult now than at that epoch; the Dominicans opposed to the 
jon they styled more pure ; in the present day, in the same 
way, the Protestants oppose their reform to the Catholics; and 
these Protestant divided into a great number of sects, think more of 
disputing and combating with one another than of convincing the Asiatics 
and combating for Jesus Christ. They are not agreed either with the

In conclusion, we must not omit to mention that the 
present part of the “Momoires” is illustrated by numerous 
prints of deities, temples, and other such objects, excellently 
and spiritedly engraved after original Chinese drawings. 

The Foreign Ofice List; Compiled by Epwarp HERTsLEt, 
Librarian, and Keeper of the Papers, Foreign-Office. Harrison, 
Pall-mall.—This is the “twenty-fifth publication, corrected up 
to July in the present year,” of what is in the title-page most pro- 
perly designated a Complete British Diplomatic and Consular 
Handbook, Mr. Hertslet’s position necessarily affords him every 
facility for making the compilation perfect, and having taken 
note of the volume for several years past, we have observed 
with pleasure how it has continued to grow in size and compre- 
hensiveness. As all the appoiutments in China and the Far 
East fall, not under the Colonial, but under the Foreign-Office 
Departmeut, the “ List ” is as necessary to the counting-house 
of many a merchant, here or abroad, as a Gazetteer. Nor will 
it be less welcome, handsomely got up as it is, to the parlour 
or drawing-room table, since the sketch of his services ap- 
pended to each individual's name makcs it invaluable as a 
Tefererice-book on subjects that must daily form the topic of 
conversation. Let us take as an example one of the latest ap- 
pointments to the Staff of the Legation in Japan :— 

Macdonald, John, was for some time in the Secretary's department of 
the Great Western Railway Company at Paddington. Was appointed 
Student Interpreter in the Consulate- General in Japan, January 4, 1859. 
‘He was in attendance on the Japanese Ambassadors from the time of their 
departure from Japan, January 81, 1862, till their arrival at Marseilles, 
when he gave over his charge fo the French officer deputed by the Em- 
peror for that purpose during their stay in France. He resumed his at- 
tendance daring their stay in England, in May, 1862. Was appointed 
Second Assistant at Yedo, in Japan, April 1, 1864, 

‘The information as to the internal constitution of the Foreign 
Office is precise, and the list of past holders of offices, beginning 
in 1761, suggests a curious train of reflections, The First 
Scerctary of State for Foreign Affairs, when tho arrangement 
of the departments was remodelled in 1782, we find to have 
been Charles James Fox, with Richard Brinsley Sheridan for 
his Under-Secretary. In fact, what with remodelling, and what 
with the extension of the scope embraced by our commerce and 
political action, countries appear to have been allotted in 
Downing-street by somo trick of chance rather than by design. 
Oné department, we learn, with a chief clerk at its head, and five 
gentlemen under him, takes charge of “China, Japan, Haiti, Siam, 
and the United States.” How on earth did they get together ? 
Certainly, neither alphabetically nor geographically. We must 
hope all is forthe best. The book before us, at least, will go far 
to convince whoever may consult it, that there a perfect 
system does exist, where one might be led to infer haphazard 
and disorder. How vast the information at the reader’s service 
will be understood when we add that the book contains 246 
closely printed pages, and has maps showing at a glance 
every place throughout the world where a British consular 
agent of any rank whatever is to be found. Besides this the 
indexes of names and subjects are very full, aud there is a list 
of foreign embassies, legations, and consulates in all parts of 
the British dominions, 


Inpressions Cun Japonnais en France, suivies des Impressions 
des Annamites et Europe ; par Richarp Cortambert. Faure, Paris. 
—This is one of ‘the amusing little books which result from 
the appearance of Eastern envoys in our Western world of 
Enrope. M. Cortambert is a well-kuown writer on subjects 
connected with geography, and is versed in matters relating to 
the Far East, The small volume, the title of which stands at 
the head of this notice, contains two separate works ; one pur- 
porting to give the impressions of a Japanese savant during 
his visit to France, the other, those of the Interpreter of the 
Annamite Embassy. The former reminds one of the famous 
letters, by Goldsmith, of Mustapha Rub-adub-Keli Khan—we 
quote from memory—the other having all the appearance of 
being, if they be not really, the production of an Annamite 
educated in Europe, and conversant with the languages of the 
‘West as well as of the East ; and both supply amusing com- 







France. “How,” says our author, “ will the learned Japanese 
judge of France? What will he think of this artistic 
and literary people which metamorphosises itself and be- 
comes manufacturer, merchant, banker, and agent, on 
account of the imperious demand for lucre? What will he 
think of this really generous nation, which labours to cover 
itself with the mantle of egotism, and which glorifies egotists ? 
What will he think of this misery in silk—of this rascality in 
a black coat—of these audacjous infamies in triumphal cars ¢ 
What will he think of these powerful European States, that” 
vow eternal friendship one day and tear up the treaty two days 
afterwards?” What, indeed! Of Japan, the savant says :— 
“ As everyone knows, Nagasaki is a large city which has opened. 
its ports fora long time to the Chinese and the Dutch; the 
former are suspected, but are left nearly free ; the latter are 
more respected, but are carefully watched. The Japanese trade 
with them because custom orders it, and because of existing 
treaties, The Japanese, nevertheless, act with extreme reserve 
towards strangers, and their prudence resembles pretty nearly 
that of an honest man who finds himself obliged to deal with 
people of doubtful respectability. Our empire is at the pre- 
sent moment on the eve of dissolution—its isolation is its 
strength ; and if the Europeans ever plant their foot ou its 
virgin soil, the poor country will become as corrupt as the rest 
of the civilized world. If I were sovereign of an honourable 
nation, I would take good care not to deliver up my subjects 
to the corrapting contact of men who use vice and perjury as 
a ladder ?” 

M. Cortambert takes his Japanese through the principal 
scenes of Parisian life. We sec him at the Grand Hotel, at 
the Louvre, in the libraries, amongst the students, the thieves, 
the actresses, and hear his remarks on all these differently 
characteristic classes. 

“Which is the first nation in the West?” says another 
Japanese doctor :—“ Is it the English, which continually scuds 
over the globe, like the hungry and fleet albatross, picking up 
here an island, there a port, and making a mouthful of im- 
mense territories, which it never allows to be taken away 
again? Is it the Dutch nation, which, in spite of all the 
annoyances we have inflicted on it, still persists in purchasing 
our commodities? Is it the Spanish or the Portuguese, once 
masters of half of the globe? Is it the French, those hardy 
warriors who make heroic geography all over the globe, and 
who do not kuow how to keep the colonies they acquire ? 
aay They tell me of incessant quarrels between France 
and England, who, although embracing each other on both checks, 
diplomatically, three or four times a year, abuse and tear at 
each other like Manchou and Chinese. Is it just, in fact, that 
the English should have a malicious pleasure in constantly in- 
sulting France, which thought fit to conquer in the Crimea 
and inthe Celeste Empire 1” It does not take a wizard to tell 
us here that we have only to scratch our pseudo Japanese and 
find a neighbour beneath ! 

Most authors describe best that which they know most 
about, and M. Cortambert shines when he touches the main 
features of Parisian life. Tke Academy is nicely touched off; 
— Messieurs,” says one of the bald occupants of the famous 
chairs, “our assembly is not only the sanctuary of the intel- 
lect, but that of classic style in its purest expression. 
If we diverge for an hour from that right line, French 
literature, of which we are the chiefs, will crumble to 
pieces ; we shall fall into complete anarchy. There is nothing 
graud but that which is dead.” On the great characteristic of 
France, ability, our author is bitterly satirical and amusing in 
turns ; he knows his countrymen and he does not spare them; 
he lays on the rod like a loving parent—bearing in mind the 
old French adage, “ He who loves well strikes hard |!" “Take 
note,” he says, “of the immense advantage which men of 
talent have over men of genius ; the first are always understood, 
the sccond rarely during their lifetime ; the former know how 
to make use of the fancies of the moment, the latter go ahead of 
their age, and are mote admired by posterity than by their con- 
temporaries, ‘Talent is everywhere petted and idolised, while 
genius terrifies while it fascinates. The one is the cat while the 
other is the lion.” The following is a general estimate of France 
that fortunately does not come from an English pen :—“ The 
French form a great and fine nation, neither more barbarous 
nor more civilised than Japan. They have noble principles: 
to raise up the feeble, to bring down tyrants, to do good, pre- 
yent evil, and reign over the world by means of justice and 
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benevolence, But I am not quite sure that this magnificent 
doctrine is faithfully carried into execution. ThisI know, that 
the heart of France palpitates at the recital of a painful event ; 
that the whole country trembles with fury at the news of 
@ disgraceful action, and that an immense cry of in- 
dignation arises from all parts when another people, 
in defiance of humane laws, oppresses a generous na- 
tionality. The French people hate the abuse of force, and 
everywhere, by a strange contradiction, are the first to make use 
of it. Its principal faults aro, first, inordinate pride (vanity 2), 
and secondly, a detestable habit of vilifying others. Pride im- 
pels it to place military virtuo in the first rank—it must have 
victories, and it achieves them. Yet it thinks itself so grand, 
so superior, that it does not attempt to improve itself. Its con- 
tempt of others—which results, doubtless, from the brilliant 
quality of its intelligence” (aided possibly by the extreme 
narrowness of its information) “ must strangely impede its own 
progress, An open attack should stimulate genius; raillery 
disconcerts it ; contempt seems sterile”. This is a clever sketch, 
not all in honey colours, 

We can honestly, recommend M. Cortambert’s little volume 
to the attention of those who enjoy that kind of examination 
which shakes the dust out of old corners and clears away old 
cobwebs, although at the cost of some little interferenco with 
our comforts and our prepossessions, 

The British Army and Navy Review for September is a great 
improvement on the two former numbers, good even as they 
were. “The Church in the Navy, by a Commander R.N,,” is 
one of the most valuable articles that has appeared in any 
United Service periodical for a very long time. How religious 
matters are at present managed for the navy may be learnt 
from the following fact :—“ An officer having acquainted him- 
self with the details of the excellent system by which each 
soldier is supp!icd with a neat portable-sized Bible, Prayer aud 
Hymn-book, in one volume, brought tho subject before the 
Sonior Chaplain of Greenwich. The reverend gentleman in- 
formed him that the supply of Bibles, &c., was not his duty, 
and that he did not know whose duty at the Admiralty it 

. was.” Wherever a better system, or any system at all, is in 
operation, the sailor is indebted for it to the conscientious 
feeling of individual commanding officers. The China 
squadron has been pre-eminently favoured in this respect. The 
writer says :— 

“ Head money,” and the sense of strength and security, had created 
in the China squadron an utter disregard of the sacredness of human 
life and of private property. ‘The former incentive had been wisely done 
‘away, but still many poor Chinese had cause to bless Sir Michael Sey- 
monr that within sight of his flag the horrors of war were so unfelt by non- 
combatants. His successor, Sir James Hope, inflexible in his own 
ample and person in putting down robbery and wrong, felt that, to i 
fluence his outlying ships, a reminder ot their duti s Englishmen and 
Christians was exceedingly needful. Accordingly, in 1859, he was the 
first commander-in-chief of our days to order daily morning prayer in 
the ships of bis fleet, together with reading of Holy Scripture, and, 
where a chaplain was borne, brief exposition. It being mentioned to 
him how much the indifferent observance of the Sabbath scandalised 
the converts from heathenism, he ordered, among other things, that no 
salute should be fired on Sundays; and if a foreign vessel coming into , 
harbour did so, his flag-lieutenant was sent to say that “it was the 
English custom to return the salute on Monday morning.” This was a 
small matter, yet, being a public one, it was a witness to his own squadron, 
as well as to foreigners, of the temper of their chief, Nearly frozen in 
the Gulf of Pecheli, in 1860, and with “salt junk” and weevily buscuit 
for Christmas cheer, thirty well-trained voices sang Christmas carols in 
full harmony on the maindeck of the Chesapeake, as few parishes in 
England would have equalled, none excelled. 























CHINA—THE NEW EL DORADO. 
(tHE TnKE8. ) 

Every Englishman has his part in the inheritance derived to him from 
the energy, the wisdom, and the courage of generations of Englishmen 
passed away. The narrow area of these little islands would be but a poor 
sphere of action for thirty millions of persons, all more or less ambitious, 
all more or less impatient of the inconveniences of a crowded country, 
and all alive to the truth that, although the more may be the merrier, the 
fewer will be apt to have the better fare. Three huadred years agu ad- 
venturous leaders and resolute followers were already engaged in sowing 
ir language and religion over distant continents, They were then 
initiating those measures which have had the result we see. An English 
boy is born, not only to the rights of a native in the islands of his birth, 
but to full and wide enjoyment of the sparsely peupled regions of Canada, 
to an equal chance in the varied fields of industry in the American States, 











and to ashare in the tremendous destiny of those great countries at the 
Antipodes, compared with which England shows but as a speck upon the 
map. Our fathers gained for British industry this great inheritance ; 





but what they did for industry the merchant conquerors of India did for the 
more disciplined enterprise of the better-taught classes. India has been to 
the unquiet spirits among our professional ranks what America and Australia 
have been to our more enterprising labourers—an opportunity of rising into 
wealth and power. It was also in its day a means of sudden success by a 
short career of commercial energy. This, so far as it was exceptional in 
its character, is now gone by, and India, now knowa and occupied by 
competing “houses” can only take rank with our other great markets asa 
theatre for commercial speculation. ‘The present El Dorado of commercial 
men seems to be China, where there is still a vast void to be filled, where 
our merchants are entering as it were upon a virgin coun'ry, and the first. 
comers have found fortunes at their feet. More money has, it is said, 
been made in China during the last five years than in all the years of the 
East India Company's monopoly.* 

How could it be otherwise ? When the common sense of the English 
constituencies had swept away the quacks and fanatics who stood between 
the people of England and the people of Ciina, and when by a wise and 
humane coercion of the Tartar rulers the line of demarcation was broken 
down, the adventurous pioneers who advanced into the country found » 
people who thoroughly appreciated every commercial appliance that could 
be brought before their eyes. The Chinaman well knew, and groaned 
under the knowledge, that every third cargo that went forth in his bamboo 
junk was taken by a pirate, and when the new adventurers offered him, first 
square-rigged vessels, and then steam-vesels, the whole carrying trade of 
the Empire was at their command, with no other drawbacks than the in- 
adequacy of their means of grasping it. The Chinaman also well knew 
that no junk or even square-rigged vessel could venture into the Formosa 
Chaunel without imminent danger of being sunk by one of those 
fierce typhoons a specimen of which has recently made a north. 
ward circle as high as Shanghai and the Yangtsze. “Can 
insure?" soon became the anxious inquiry of the Chinese con- 
signor, and the insurance of the trade of one-third of mankind also lay 
atthe feet of the new adventurers. The Chinaman had a banking system 
of his own, much older than any record of the Goldsmiths’ Compauy 
can show, and every Chinese city has its Lombard-street. He feels, 
however, that the system is rather rottea, and he hoards much of that 
silver which is pouring so continuously into his country. All this is to 
be drawn out Ly the happy Europeans who shall gain his confidence and 
who shall make him believe that his principal is secure aad his interest 
certain, Again, the Chinaman knows the value of peace and quietness, 
and the new adventurers were able to offer him for sale or hire a house 
which should be unto him as a castle, the garrison whcreof should cost 
him nothing, but should be supplied gratis by the distant red-bearded 
barbarians, There was an indewloped seltlenzent called Shanghai, the 
land whereof was thea of such minute value that a merchant could easily 
afford to attach a deer park to his house and warehouse in the best part of 
the setttlement. All that land is now sold by the foot like a frontage 
in Cheapside. A Chinaman will give as much for a bit of ground to 
‘squat upon within the magic influence of the British Consulate, or under 
the guns of the British man-of-war, as a stockbroker will give 
for a closet under the shadow of the Royal Exchange. Dream of the 
profits of all these things! Brokerage, freights, insurance, corner lots, 
and frontages, shipping sales and customs’ speculations; add the myste- 
rieus, but not unprofitable, fluctuations of the exchange, and remember 
that money may be placed at Shanghai at 20 per cent. upon good Chinese 
security, and at 40 per cent. at no very terrible risk to a lender present om 
the spot. Surely this was opportunity enough for the few energetic men 
who, with some capital in hand, with any quantity of credit behind them, 
stood ready to take advantage of the moment? Surely, also, this is an 
Elysium to the imagination of penniless young plodders who have mas- 
tered the art of book-keeping and learnt to calculate exchanges? These 
things are only whisoered among the initiated, and will, possibly, be de- 
nied, but it is the truth that China is the great opportunity of the day for 
the youth of the commercial classes, and it is right that their attention 
should be called to the fact. It is true that nothing human can be more 
forloru than a friendless European in China, but nothing can be swifter 
than the fortunes of one who holds the conditions for a favourable start. 

«A yellow jacket and a short peacock’s feather” are Major Gordon’s 
chief réwards for nearly suppressing the rebellion; and although it may 
not be wise in a public which looks with reverence upon heraldic garters 
to scoff at a peacock's feather, yet we may remark that great military 
services must be better apprecisted at Peking and more eolidly rewarded 
than they appear now to be before absolute quiet will be established in 
the Empire. It does not, however, appear that absolute quiet is essen- 
tial to our commercial success there. Sir Frederick Bruce has just re- 
ported that in three years the import trade of Shanghai has risen from 
thirteen to twenty-seven millions ; and he attributes this to the opening: 
of the country up the Yang-tze and the introduction of steam. “ The 
decks of the steamers are now crowded with Chinese passengers, and 
their holds are filled with produce, destined, not for foreign export, but 
for Chinese consumption.” Perhaps, also, the Taipings bave been a 
little our friends as well as our enenies in this matter, We do not, 
indeed, quite agree with Colonel Sykes that by devastating tha silk 
districts the Taipings did good to the permanent culture of silk, although 
they doubtless increased the export for the time. If the Colonel saw a 
manufactory on fire, and the manufactured articles all in process of being: 
thrown out of window he would probably congratulate the owner upon 
the rapidity with which his merchandise was “ moving off." Such was the 
case with the silk of the silk districts when the Taipings appeared. But 
it is remarkable that the Tuipings have helped to make the fortune of 
Shanghai by rendering it very dingerous for any Chinaman of substance 
to live outside the settlement. ‘Thus much we are ready to grant in 
favour of Colonel Sykes and his amiable clients. Our chisf object, how- 
ever, in calling notice to the despatches from Sir Frederick Bruce, and in 
marking the progress of this Europ2an —might we not almost say British ? 
—settlement of Shanghai, was to call attention to Cina as a great present 
opportunity for commercial enterprise. ‘There are many labourers there, 
but the harvest is greater than can be gathered by the honest and indus- 
trious, and there is toc much left to tempt the rowdy and the robber,

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Presexts rao Sr1aM.—The steamer Eldorado, from Alexandria, 
which arrived a few days ago at Toulon, brought a large collection of wild 
animals presented to the French Government by the Kings of Siam, as 
Gell as two enormous chests fulll of valuable seeds and vegetables. Among 
the beasts are a Thibet bear, a Camboge money, a Mongolian pheasant of 
extraordinary size and wonderfully beautiful plumage ; also a miniature 
doe from Pegu, a magnificent Malacca tiger, a black Siamese panther, 
remarkable for its size and ferocity ; a Burman peacock of singular beauty, 
two hooded pigeons, of which the fecundity is so extraordinary that it is 
expected to make the fortune of the fancier who may be able to acclim:

Betiiox_ ror Inpia.—A special train of seventeen bullion trucks 
arrived at Folkestone from London by the South-Eastern Railway on 
the 8th inst,, bringing 1,316 cases, containing 2,632 bars of silver, the 
weight amounting to 6)" tons 10 cwt, and the value being £833,191. 
Mr. T. G. Ledger, the Custom-house agent for the company, superin- 
‘tended during an hour and a-half its immediate shipment on board the 
Prince Ernest steamboat, Captain Mortleman, specially employed to con- 
vey the bullion to Boulogne, from which port it is being transported 
across France to Marseilles for the Indian mail. The charge for freight 
from London to Boulogne is nearly £500, ‘The transport of this valuable 
consignment is under the charze of Messrs. Pickford and Co., and Messrs. 
Gaudet, Freres, and Co. Eleven or twelve hundred more cases of bullion 
for India were expected to follow last night.

Nabal and HMuhtary. 
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The Srd battalion of the Grenadier Guards, under the command of 
Colonel his Serene Highness Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, have 
arrived at the Chelsea Barracks, from a month's duty under canvas. The 
battalion returned from the camp by road, bivouacking at Bagshot-heath 
and at Hounslow-heath. 

Col. Said Bey, of the Turkish Imperial Service, who has been per- 
mitted by the War Department authorities to carry out a course of studies 
during the yast eight months, under Mr. Anderson, Assistant-Superin- 
tendent of the Royal Gun Factories in Woolwich Arsenal, on all matters 
connected with the manufacture of ordnance, has completed the requisite 
cours2, and is about to return to Constantinople, where the Turkish Go- 
vernment have the intention of erecting factories for the production of 
their own heavy ordnance, as well as the small-arms, &c., necessary for the 
equipment of their own troops, without having recourse to foreign assist- 
ance. Col. Said Rey is spoken of as being an officer of great ability and 
aptitude for all kinds of mechanical and manufacturing operations, and 
during his sojourn at Woolwich he has manifested much activity and 
perseverance. 

The first instalment of the naval 2G pounder 6}-ton smoothbore 
wrought iron guns has arrived at Chatham, from the Royal gun 
factory, Woolwich, in the War Department transport Bomaraund, Mr, 
Spicer master, which went alongside the Ordnance-wharf to await orders 
from the War-office as to the landing of the guns. According to arrange- 
ments previously made, the guns were intended for shipment on board the 
ironclad frigate Achilles, 6,121 tons, 1,250-horse power, which is to be 
armed exclusively with the 100-pounders; but, in consequence of that 
vessel not being able to receive them for some days to come, the guns were 
unshipped from the Bomarsund and landed at the gun-wharf to prevent 
the transport being unnecessarily detained. In_consequence of this mis- 
understanding between the Naval and War Department authorities the 
guns, after being landed at the Ordnance-wharf, will be reshipped in the 
course of a few daysand conveyed down the harbour to the Achilles, this 
arrangement—or, more properly speaking, want of arrangement—entailing 
additional labour and responsibility on the part of the War-office officials at 
Chatham. The Bomarsund also brought a number of gun-carriages and 
other stores, and these, as well as the 100-pounders, were landed by means 
of No. 7 crane, the steam cranes erected at the gun-wharf not being used 
‘on this occasion to land guns of the weight of 100-pounders. The Bomar- 
sund proceeded from Chatham to the Nore, for the purpose of receiving 
the guns from the screw-steam frigate Forte. 

The Forte, 39, screw-frigate, Captain Arthur Mellish, bearing the flag 
of Rear-Admiral Richard Laird Warren, late Commander-in-Chief of 
Her Majesty's naval forces on the south-east coast of America, has arrived at 
Spithead, and on anchoring exchanged the usual salute with the flagship 
‘of the Admiral in command at Portsmouth. The Forte sailed from Rio 
de Janeiro on the 90th June, from Bahia on the 12th of July, and from 
Fayal on the 9th of August, 

The Orontes, screw troopship, Capt. W. H. Hire, has been undocked 
at Portsmouth, and is ordered to leave Portsmouth on the 9th prox. 
for Dover, where she will embark troops for the Cape of Good Hope and 
the Mauritius, calling at Devonport on her way down Channel. 
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Monetary anv Commercial. 
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The shareholders of the Imperial Bank of China, India, and 
Japan met at the bank in Walbrook, and confirmed the reso- 
lutions passed at a previous meeting accepting the terms pro- 
posed for amalgamation with the Bank of Hindustan, China, 
and Japan, The affairs of the bank are to be wound up volun- 
tarily. The shareholders of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and 
Japan also met and confirmed the resolutions passed at their 
previous mecting, authorising an amalgamation with the Im- 
perial Bank of China, India, and Japan, and increasing the 
capital of the bank to the amount of £2,000,000. Four 
directors of the Impevial are to be added to the Bank of Hin- 
dustan. Mr. Turner proceeds to Yokohama to open a branch 
of the latter institution. 

There have been some trifling failures, amongst which is 
Palmer and Co., East India and China trade. Capt. Palmer 
formerly commanded the North Star, 

There has latterly been much speculation in the-shares of 
the Comptoir d’Escompte. And as naturally it has not been 
successful to all who engaged in it, attacks have been made on 
the directors of the Comptoir for the manner in which they 
draw up the moathly return of its position. This return, it is 
said, does not give month by month that clear idea of the profits 
realised which speculators find it desirable to possess. The 
answer put forward on behalf of the establishment is, that it 
is not its business to encourage speculation in its shares, and 
that in reality, the returns cannot be made up differently to 
what they are, inasmuch as it is impossible to get at shorter 
intervals than three or six months the results of the operations 
of the Asiatic and other distant agencies. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month, and the seven 
months, ended the 31st July, show to demonstration that the 
commerce of the United Kingdom continues in its course of 
progress. The total Declared Value of our Exports for the 
month was £14,394,364, being an increase of £745,524, or 
54 per cent., over the corresponding month of last year. Com- 
pared with July 1862, the increase is 183 per cent. The value 
of our cotton exportations was 13 per cent. in excess of those 
of the same mouth last year, but the quantity was less by 
about 3 percent. Compared with July 1862, they show an 
increased value of 26 per cent., and a diminished quantity of 
21 per cent.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—Our market during the past fortnight has continued in a vei 
depressed state, notwithstanding the more favourable position of the stocks, 
now showing a decrease of over 20,000,000 Ibs. from the highest point at 
the end of May. The beneficial effect of this reduction has, bowever, been 
more than counterbalanced by the large export reported from China for 
the first two months of the season, coupled with the continued high rate for 
money, and as the trade still buy’ only for immediate wants, and importers 
show more desire to r prices for many kinds have ruled 4d. to 1d 
per Ib, lower. ‘The chief feature has been the sales of considerable 
parcels of the ‘Teas received by overland route, the Moning and Wopak 
kinds from 2s. 8d. to 2s. 10d. per Ib., and the Kaisows from 2s. 7d. to 
Qs. 11d.—at this latter figure only a small parcel has been placed. The 
‘Sea King has arrived with a whole cargo of fire Moning and Wopak, and 
sales have been made at 2s. 6d. to 23. 10d. Low and dusty kinds of Con- 
gou remain without alteration ; fair to good common have been in request, 
and the latter is now difficult to buy under 1s, O74, to Ls. 1d. per lb. Sales. 
of fair to good flavoury kinds have been difficult’ to make, and prices have 
given way 40. to Id. per Ib. Good to fine Kaisows, of old season, have 
been but little in reouest, and for the few remaining, lower prices would 
have to be taken. Common to good blackish-leaf kinds have sold jd. to 

Fine Monings and Wopaks, of old season, have sold 
rather under previous prices. Tayshans remain much as before; a few 
new make fine, from Canton, received Overland, have been sold at pre- 
vious prices. Oolongs remsin dull, fine only being wanted, of which there 
are scarcely any offering. Souchongs have sold at a reduction upon last 
quotations, but only in small parcels, the supply on offer being in excess of 
the demand, Flowery Pekoesshow no improvement. Except for the finer: 
kindsofscented tea there is but little inquiry, and prices rule in favour of buy- 
ers. Uncoloured Japans continue much depressed, even at the low rates now 
current. In Green Teas there has been rather more doing out of the 
arrivals from New York, and Young Hysons show a rally of about 1d. 
per Ib. from the lowest point. Hysons are difficult of sale. Imperials 
have sold readily at previous rates; but Gunpowders, of fine to finest 
Moyune kinds, have been only saleable at a decline of 2u. to 8d. per Ib. 
Canton Young Hysons show a reduction of fully 1d. per Ib. Good to 
fine Gunpowders are wanted, but common to fair remain heavy of sale. 
Public sales commenced on the 6th instant, ‘comprising 37,206 packages, 
of which 24,803 packages were printed without reserve, of these, 28,150 
packages have passed auction, of which 19,684 packages have been 
sold, including 19,274 packages without reserve. The sales 
ended yesterday; 8,055 packages passed; 5,855 found buyers, all 
of which were “without reserve.” There was no material altera 
tion in prices, the decline previously noticed being fully established. 
Common black leaf congou sold from 103d. to 1s. Ofd. 5 fair black leaf, 
Is, 2d. to Is. 5d. ; common red leaf, Is. Ofd. to 18. 44d. per Ib. A break 
of common Canton gunpowder brought 8§d., and a parcel of very com- 
mon hyson skin realised only 5d. per Ib. Of the 37,206 packages which 
were brought forward ut these sales, 25,445 packages found buyers. 

Sink.— We have had a month of comparative quiet in silk, the particular 
season of the year and high range of prices inducing consumers, both 
home and continental, to limit their purchases as much aa possible. Some 
Title eagerness has been manifested during the last week to purchase the 
first arrivals of new silk from China, and about 700 bales have been sold 
at very full prices: rally ct Is. above our quotations of a month since. 
The stock of old silk is very small in all classes, both of China and Japan 
silk, and holders are very firm. Deliveries are comparatively good.
